The  twelve  months  that  have  elapsed  since  the 
publication  of  the  last  Year  Book  cover  a  period  of 
quiet  and  happy  Parish  life.  The  year  has  not  been 
emphasized  by  any  such  notable  events  as  those  that 
made  1896  memorable  in  our  annals;  but,  all  the 
same,  it  has  been  full  of  encouragement,  and  pro- 
phetic of  better  things  to  come.  The  young  lives 
consecrated  to  the  service  of  Christ  at  our  last  Con- 
firmation, to  an  eye  that  looks  beneath  the  surface, 
mean  far  more  than  the  completion  of  great  build- 
ings, the  establishment  of  funds,  or  the  taking  up  of 
monster  contributions. 

The  real  strength  of  a  parish  lies  in  the  souls  that 
make  its  population.  What  does  life  mean  to  these 
souls  ?  In  which  direction  move  their  energies  ?  Are 
they  starved,  or  are  they  fed  ?  How  many  of  them 
know  the  secret  of  peace  ?  These  are  the  questions 
that  really  determine  the  measure  of  parochial 
"  progress  "  and  "  success,"  and  to  suppose  that  the 
answers  to  them  can  be  found  in  the  tabulated  sta- 
tistics of  year  books  and  reports  is  a  fond  conceit. 
The  year  books  and  reports  are  worth  the  trouble 
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which  it  costs  to  compile  them,  for  in  many  practical 
ways  they  are  most  helpful;  but  to  make  boast  of 
their  contents  as  accurately  indicative  of  the  tide- 
level  of  spiritual  life  in  any  local  church  is  to  blun- 
der after  their  fashion  who  study  sociology  in  "lab- 
oratories." Mortifying  as  the  thought  must  be  to 
the  scientific  temper  which  rules  everywhere  just 
now,  there  are  facts  that  refuse  to  be  tabulated  else- 
where than  in  the  note-books  of  the  angels. 

Changes  in  the  Staff. 

We  must  get  used  to  this  heading,  and  not  sup- 
pose that  it  indicates  either  fickleness  or  disorder.  I 
am  sometimes  told  that  the  frequency  of  our  clerical 
changes  is  such  as  to  disturb  conservative  minds  by 
producing  a  sort  of  kaleidoscopic  effect  troublesome 
to  the  eye.  "  We  no  sooner  get  used  to  seeing  one 
young  curate  at  the  lectern,"  it  is  said,  than,  lo!  be- 
hold another."  But  readers  of  the  last  Year  Book 
may  possibly  recall  what  was  there  alleged  in  justifi- 
cation of  this  successional  method.  We  are  trying, 
in  Grace  Church,  to  do  our  share  towards  showing 
what  can  be  made  out  of  the  diaconate  as  one  of  the 
great  Christian  institutes.  Too  long  has  our  branch 
of  the  Church  been  harping,  in  labored  polemical 
treatises,  upon  the  absolute  necessity  of  "  the  three 
orders  of  the  ministry,"  while  practically  content  with 
utilizing  only  two  out  of  the  three.  We  are  trying 
to  show,by  our  active  corps  of  Deacons  and  Deacon-

esses,  that  there  is  a  real,  and  not  merely  a  theoreti- 
cal, ground  for  the  existence  of  this  third  estate. 

Our  plan  is  to  keep  the  Deacons  busy  at  their  ap- 
prenticeship (which  includes  study  as  well  as  wor- 
ship and  work)  for  two  full  years,  and  then  graduate 
them,  so  to  speak,  with  the  better  degree  which  they 
have  thus  purchased  to  themselves.  It  is  also  well 
to  remember  that  although  our  staff  of  young  men  in 
Deacons'  Orders  is  a  large  one,  there  is,  with  all  the 
new  developments  of  work  associated  with  the  settle- 
ment, plenty  to  occupy  their  time.  Beyond  the 
bounds  of  our  Parish  proper,  a  very  large  number  of 
Sunday  services  have  been  taken  by  the  Deacons 
during  the  past  year  for  the  City  Mission  ;  two  of  its 
chapels  have  been  regularly  served  by  them  ;  and  all 
this  in  addition  to  work  at  the  Tombs  prison  and 
city  hospitals.  The  first  results  of  our  experiment 
have  certainly  given  us  much  reason  to  feel  en- 
couraged. Of  the  four  Deacons  who  left  us  this 
year,  two  have  taken  charge  together  of  one  of  the 
most  important  parishes  in  western  New  York;  one 
is  the  already  greatly  beloved  rector  of  a  church  in 
Massachusetts,  while  the  fourth  has  become  chaplain 
of  a  college  and  Professor  of  Philosophy  on  its 
faculty. 

Surely,  there  is  something  to  be  said  for  this  sort 
of  changeableness,  kaleidoscopic  though  it  may  seem. 
At  least  it  has  a  tendency  to  keep  the  circulation 
alive  in  the  veins  of  the  organism.    "Historic  par- 
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ishes  are  very  apt  to  fall  into  a  torpid  and  hum- 
drum routine,  and  what  could  be  a  better  preventive 
of  this  dismal  result  than  the  constant  accession  of 
fresh  young  life  to  the  clerical  staff  ? 

If  it  be  asked,  Why  not  subject  Deaconesses,  as 
well  as  Deacons,  to  this  method  of  rotation?  the 
answer  is  ready.  The  Church  has  provided  for  Dea- 
cons another  sphere  of  activity  to  which  the  diaco- 
nate  is  only  an  entrance  porch,  whereas  in  the  case 
of  women  entering  her  ministry  the  diaconate  is  a 
finality;  there  is  nothing  beyond. 

It  is  with  real  gratitude  and  profound  satisfaction 
that  I  record,  while  upon  this  subject,  the  estab- 
lishment since  the  publication  of  the  last  Year 
Book  of  a  new  Diaconal  Fund,  the  gift  of  Mrs. 
Ambrose  C.  Kingsland.  This  brings  the  number  of 
these  Funds  up  to  five.  Three  more  are  promised, 
the  income  upon  which  is  annually  paid.  This 
leaves  six  still  to  be  provided.  I  cannot  think  that 
we  shall  be  kept  long  waiting  for  this  much-needed 
provision.  Meanwhile,  I  beg  to  express  to  those 
who  are  helping  me  to  meet  this  fixed  charge,  in- 
cluding the  managers  of  the  Parish  Laundry,  my 
hearty  thanks.* 

Grace  Chapel  Settlement. 

A  heavy  burden  of  anxiety  has  been  lifted  from 
the  minds  of  many  of  us  by  the  happy  issue  of  what

was  undoubtedly  a  hazardous  experiment,  the  re- 
moval of  Grace  Chapel  to  its  present  site.  While 
the  enterprise  was  in  contemplation,  there  were  not 
lacking  prophets  of  evil,  who  averred  that  no  Eng- 
lish-speaking, non-Roman  church  could  possibly 
thrive  if  planted  east  of  Second  Avenue.  The  peo- 
ple beyond  that  line  preferred,  it  was  said,  to  put 
themselves  to  the  trouble  of  a  long  walk  to  the  west- 
ward rather  than  have  their  church-going  associated 
with  their  own  immediate  neighborhood.  The  re- 
sult has  shown  that  the  apprehension  was  wholly 
groundless.  The  removal  to  the  new  site,  instead  of 
lessening,  has  greatly  increased  our  constituency; 
and  our  gains,  both  in  the  number  of  adult  wor- 
shippers and  of  children  attendant  upon  our  schools, 
have  been  marked. 

Nor  yet  has  our  determination  to  enlist  the  minis- 
try of  the  beautiful  been  unrewarded.  The  people 
who  worship  in  Grace  Chapel  appreciate  what  has 
been  done  to  make  their  house  of  prayer  lovable 
for  its  own  loveliness.  They  are  already  both  fond 
and  proud  of  a  daughter  church  which  is,  in  most 
respects,  the  peer  of  the  mother  that  bore  her  ;  and 
nothing  expended  upon  ornament  has  been  thrown 
away..  It  is  a  short-sighted  political  economy  which 
begrudges  the  money  spent  in  this  way.  Were  costly 
and  attractive  church  settlements,  adequately  manned^ 
to  be  distributed  in  wisely- ordered  abundance  over 
the  areas  occupied  by  our  great  city  populations,  the 
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saving  in  the  cost  of  armories  and  prisons  would 
more  than  compensate  the  outlay.  Among  the  addi- 
tions made  to  the  beautiful  features  of  Grace  Chapel 
during  the  past  year  have  been  a  mural  painting, 
the  gift  of  the  senior  warden,  and  a  memorial  rere- 
dos,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  John  Kean. 

Needed  Improvements  at  Grace  Church. 

Our  attention  has  now  for  so  many  years  been 
concentrated  upon  the  Chapel  enterprise  that  we 
have  suffered  ourselves  to  become  somewhat  neg- 
lectful of  the  needs  of  the  Parish  Church  itself. 
These  are,  some  of  them,  becoming  really  serious. 
The  older  a  building  grows,  the  heavier  must  the 
annual  bill  of  costs  for  keeping  it  in  proper  repair 
become.  The  custody  of  an  edifice  to  which  a 
whole  community  has  become  so  much  attached  as 
New  York  is  attached  to  Grace  Church  ought  to  be 
regarded  in  the  light  of  a  solemn  trust.  Thousands 
of  New  Yorkers  who  never  think  of  worshipping  in 
the  building,  who  would  perhaps  have  conscientious 
scruples  about  doing  so,  nevertheless  set  great  store 
by  Grace  Church  as  a  landmark  and  as  a  joy  to  the 
eye.  They  would  resent,  and  feel  that  they  had  a 
right  to  resent,  any  indication  of  a  want  of  readiness 
on  our  part  to  keep  things  up  to  the  mark  in  all  re- 
spects. Of  course,  it  would  be  open  to  us  to  reply  : 
"  Very  well,  if  you  feel  in  that  way  about  it,  you  may 
have  the  privilege  of  sharing  the  expense  ";  but  I  do

not  believe  that  the  people  of  Grace  Church  are  at 
all  disposed  to  reason  in  that  way,  or  to  consider  the 
trusteeship  which  is  theirs  other  than  in  the  light  of 
a  privilege  and  an  honor. 

At  present  the  exterior  of  the  church  on  its 
northern  side  is  grievously  disfigured  by  a  smoke- 
pipe  more  suggestive  of  a  river  steamboat  or  of  a 
tenement  house  than  of  a  church.  It  stands  there, 
and  has  stood  there  for  two  years  in  its  slender  ugli- 
ness, simply  because  of  the  utter  inadequacy  of  the 
existing  provision  for  the  heating  and  ventilation  of 
the  building.  In  these  respects  we  are  far,  far  be- 
hind the  times,  and  something  ought  to  be  done  in 
the  near  future  to  bring  us  up  to  date.  The  enter- 
prise of  properly  reconstructing  and  furnishing  the 
cellar  of  a  church  is  not  one-half  so  romantic  as  that 
of  beautifying  the  superstructure;  but  the  former 
task  is  to-day  as  insistent  as  ever  the  latter  has  been 
in  years  past,  and  calls  for  concerted  effort  just  as 
loudly  as  that  did.  The  needed  improvement  can- 
not be  paid  for  out  of  current  income  without  crip- 
pling our  proper  work  to  an  extent  which  few,  if  any, 
would  approve. 

There  are  other  things  that  ought  to  be  done,  be- 
sides this  business  of  heating  and  ventilating,  and 
which  offer  a  fine  opportunity  for  private  enterprise, 
but  I  forbear.  I  have  only  said  what  I  have  said 
out  of  a  sense  of  duty.  Asking  is  not  a  thing  one 
does  for  pleasure,  or  for  the  sake  of  getting  the  repu- 
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tation  of  being  a  successful  beggar.  Besides,  this  is 
surely  not  exclusively  the  Rector's  affair.  If  there 
be  such  a  responsibility  as  that  which  has  been  sug- 
gested, we  share  it  together. 

The  Free  Services. 

The  free  services  continue  to  call  out  a  gratifying 
attendance.  Even  the  9  o'clock  Morning  Prayer, 
about  which  we  felt  the  greatest  anxiety  of  all,  is 
constantly  growing  in  favor,  and  evidently  meets  a 
real  demand.  The  truth  is,  there  is  scarcely  an 
hour  in  the  Sunday  that  is  not,  to  some  persons  who 
happen  to  be  exceptionally  circumstanced,  more  con- 
venient than  any  other  hour  would  be  for  worship. 
This  observation  may  not  hold  good  of  small  towns 
and  villages,  but  in  the  case  of  large  cities  it  is  prob- 
ably correct;  at  any  rate,  it  is  evident  that  in  select- 
ing 9  o'clock  we  have  hit  upon  an  hour  that  to  many 
persons  is  acceptable. 

The  Sunday  night  "After-meeting  for  Men  has 
added  another  to  the  many  reasons  we  already  had 
to  thank  God  for  the  Chantry.  At  this  informal 
gathering,  our  Clergy  and  lay-helpers  are  brought  face 
to  face,  in  a  friendly  and  informal  way,  with  people 
whom  it  would  otherwise  be  impossible  for  them  to 
reach.  The  variety  of  the  persons  who  find  their 
way  into  the  Chantry  on  these  occasions  is  won- 
derful; now  a  little  group  of  sailors  from  some  war- 
ship in  the  harbor ;  again  a  stray  tourist  who  has 
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come  across  the  continent  and  is  on  the  point  of 
embarking  for  home  ;  or,  yet  again,  some  man  or 
youth  who  has  been  living  for  years  within  the  sound 
of  the  church  chimes,  but  has  only  just  mustered 
courage  on  this  particular  night  to  put  his  foot 
across  the  church  threshold.  It  is  all  very  interest- 
ing ;  and  although  much  of  the  good  attempted  is 
obviously  of  the  nature  of  bread  cast  upon  the 
waters,  there  have  not  been  lacking  numerous  in- 
stances of  proven  results. 

If  any  are  disposed,  out  of  what  they  deem  a  safe 
conservatism,  to  look  upon  this  Chantry  After-meet- 
ing as  a  sort  of  irregular  conventicle,*'  I  beg  them 
to  reflect  that,  before  the  meeting  is  held,  there  have 
been  already  no  fewer  than  five  formal  services  of 
worship  in  the  church  since  daybreak,  and  to  ask 
themselves  whether,  under  such  circumstances,  much 
danger  is  likely  to  result  from  giving  the  laity  an 
opportunity  to  speak  for  themselves,  perchance  even 
to  the  point  of  asking  questions  about  what  has  been 
said  to  them  from  the  pulpit.  No  preacher  who  is 
good  for  anything  ought  to  dread  this  sort  of  cross- 
examination. 

Year  Book  and  Prayer  Book. 

In  this  little  volume,  as  will  be  discerned  by  those 
who  find  time  to  read  it,  ten  times  more  is  said  about 
work  than  about  worship.  This  is  because  this  is  a 
Year  Book  and  not  a  Prayer  Book. 
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The  truth  is,  praying  and  working  belong  to- 
gether; the  Year  Book,  rightly  understood,  is  but  a 
sequel  to  the  Prayer  Book.  Beneficence  degenerates 
into  a  trade  when  the  aroma  of  devotion  has  gone 
out  of  it.  "  Charity  "  is  a  grace,  not  an  occupation; 
a  certain  subtile  quality  of  spirit,  a  temper,  a  disposi- 
tion, rather  than  anything  that  can  be  rated  by  the 
ordinary  methods  of  weight  and  measure.  A  char- 
itable action  is  an  action  prompted  by  love;  and  we 
have  high  authority  for  the  belief  that  all  our  "  do- 
ings/' unless  so  prompted,  are  "nothing  worth." 
How  to  meet  people  is  the  supreme  art  of  Chris- 
tian living ;  what  we  shall  give  them  and  what 
we  may  best  do  for  them  are  secondary  questions. 
The  world  is  famishing,  not  for  charities,  but  for 
charity.  Accordingly,  the  pages  of  this  book  which 
have  to  do  with  worship,  few  though  they  are,  de- 
serve scrutiny.  They  are  the  most  important  pages 
of  all.  We  have  lately  heard  much  about  the  "  In- 
stitutional Church,"  and  are  beginning  to  hear  about 
the  "  Civic  Church,"  but  the  Church  that  ultimately 
wins  America  will  be  the  Church  that  shall  have  best 
learned  how  to  pray.

ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  Prize  Day"  exercises  were  held  on  June 
23d,  at  Grace  Settlement.  The  School  has  been 
in  the  charge,  for  the  past  two  years,  of  Miss 
Agnes  Briggs,  Deaconess,  and  the  greatest  re- 
gret was  felt  by  all  who  had  witnessed  her  untir- 
ing and  effective  work  that  she  had  found  it 
necessary  to  withdraw. 

A  very  noticeable  improvement  in  the  military 
results  of  the  Company  was  evident  at  the  final 
review  at  the  Seventy-first  Regiment  Armory.  A 
medal  was  presented  to  Arthur  Coughtry,  of  the 
graduating  class,  in  recognition  of  the  faithful 
and  conscientious  discharge  of  his  duties  as 
Captain,  the  first  in  the  history  of  the  School. 

The  Choir  returned  to  duty  after  vacation  to 
find  that,  thanks  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Butler  Duncan, 
their  dining-room  had  been  redecorated  and  in 
many  ways  beautified.  It  was  entirely  unex- 
pected and  highly  appreciated  by  all. 

The  name  of  Arthur  Coughtry  was  inscribed

on  the  transept  door  as  the  honor  boy  for  the 
year. 

The  vacancies  in  September  were  filled  by 
George  Winters,  of  Steubenville,  O.,  Lawrence 
Spyr,  of  Staten  Island,  and  Manfred  Lefevre,  of 
New  York  City. 

The  number  of  services  and  rehearsals  held 
has  been  fully  up  to  that  of  last  year,  and  the 
School  can  be  reported  as  in  its  best  condition. 
It  shares,  however,  with  the  entire  Choir  the 
misfortune  of  the  illness  of  the  Choir  Mother. 
Mrs.  Boulton's  absence  has  been  keenly  felt  this 
year.  Many  changes  in  the  Choir  family " 
have  taken  place,  and  newcomers  have  sorely 
needed  her  energy  and  thoughtfulness.  Her  as- 
sistants in  the  Choir  have  done  all  that  could  be 
done  in  that  branch,  but  the  duties  of  Choir 
Mother  have  extended  beyond  the  care  of  vest- 
ments and  into  the  lives  of  the  choristers.  The 
Christmas  season  is  much  brightened  by  her  re- 
turn to  the  city,  even  if  not  as  yet  to  active  work. 

In  the  last  report  an  appeal  was  made  for  col- 
lege scholarships  for  boys  who  have  faithfully 
completed  their  work  in  the  Choir.  A  response 
came  from  President  Jones  of  Hobart  College, 
and  places  in  our  possession  a  scholarship  in  that 
college.  This,  of  course,  does  not  include  the 
amount  necessary  to  cover  the  living  and  inci- 
dental expenses  of  the  appointee,  but  there  is 
every  reason  to  believe  that  when  the  time 
comes  to  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity,  the 
amount  will  be  forthcoming.  This  is  the  first 
real  step  in  this  country  toward  standing  by 
choir  boys  at  the  most  critical  period  of  their 
lives.

ANNUAL  REPORT. 

We  began  our  preliminary  work  this  year  on  the 
third  Sunday  in  September.  Although  the  open- 
ing was  thus  much  earlier  than  usual,  yet  results 
have  justified  the  change.    At  the  beginning  of 
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November,  when  work  at  the  Church  actually 
begins,  the  Rector  was  surprised  to  find  so  large 
an  attendance,  and  the  School  work  running 
smoothly. 

Last  year  the  first  Christmas  Festival  was  held 
in  the  Chantry.  The  Chapel  School  has  become 
so  large  as  to  need  all  the  room  at  the  Chapel 
for  itself.  A  Christmas  tree  was  accordingly  set 
up  in  the  Chantry,  laden  with  gifts  and  decora- 
tions. A  short  and  bright  carol  service  was 
followed  by  the  distribution  of  gifts.  Pupils, 
teachers,  and  friends  all  greatly  enjoyed  the  first 
Christmas  Festival  in  our  beautiful  Chantry. 

The  very  regular  attendance  of  teachers  and 
scholars  is  thankfully  noted.  Some  teachers' 
meetings  have  been  held,  and  an  excellent  spirit 
of  fellowship  and  earnest  work  has  prevailed. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  both  oral  and  written 
examinations  were  held.  Some  excellent  papers 
were  presented. 

Last  year  was  remarkable  for  the  number  of 
boys  in  attendance.  They  outnumbered  the 
girls  for  the  first  time  in  eighteen  years. 

We  are  glad  to  note  many  of  the  graduate 
choristers  as  members  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Perry's 
Bible-class.  We  wish  that  all  graduate  choris- 
ters would  consider  this  class  the  next  step  in 
their  Grace  Church  life.  As  Choir  Chaplain,  we 
heartily  second  the  Choirmaster's  wish  to  con- 


tinue  the  Grace  Choir  Association  after  the  mem- 
bers have  stopped  active  work.  With  too  many 
choristers,  leaving  the  Choir  means  leaving  the 
Church.  We  think  that  Mr.  Perry's  class  is  one 
aid  to  continue  the  choristers'  Church  connec- 
tion. 

Miss  Hapgood's  good  work  in  the  Young 
Women's  Bible-class  shows  in  the  increase  of 
members.  The  class  is  now  obliged  to  meet  in 
the  Art  Students'  Parlor  of  Grace  House.  These 
are  all  encouraging  signs  of  progress.  Officers 
and  teachers  look  forward  to  an  earnest  and 
prayerful  new  year  of  work.

ANNUAL  REPORT. 

I.  So  far  as  numbers  go,  the  year's  work  has  been 
full  of  encouragement.  The  Sunday-school  has 
had  upon  its  rolls  a  larger  number  of  children  than 
for  many  years  past,  but  increased  membership 
does  not  tell  the  whole  story  of  the  year's  work. 
Along  with  it  has  gone  increased  interest  in  the 
school  on  the  part  of  the  children, and  a  more  earn- 
est effort  to  work  on  the  part  of  the  teachers.  It 
may  be  well  to  remind  once  again  the  readers  of  this 
report,  that,  although  the  system  in  vogue  at  Grace 
Chapel  is  not  a  burdensome  one,  still  a  system  we 
have  ;  one  which  we  think  meets  our  needs,  and, 
to  use  a  sartorial  figure,  fits  us  well."  This  sys- 
tem calls  for  instruction  divided  into  four  grades. 
The  first  grade — the  Primary  Department — study 
the  Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer  and  the  Ten  Com- 
mandments, beside  receiving  the  ordinary  in- 
struction in  hymn  singing,  with  the  addition  of 
picture  lessons.    Over  five  hundred  children  are 
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now  on  the  rolls  of  this  department,  separated  into 
two  great  divisions — the  one  for  the  older  chil- 
dren, under  Deaconess  Beard,  the  other,  for  the 
younger  children,  under  Deaconess  Briggs.  So 
far  as  this  grade  is  concerned,  we  are  forced  to 
wonder  what  we  shall  do  in  a  few  years'  time 
with  the  numbers  who  will  then  apply  for  ad- 
mission at  our  doors,  if  the  work  makes  progress 
as  it  has  done  in  the  past. 

The  second  grade  has  for  the  subject  of  its 
work  the  Church  Catechism,  and  is  divided  into 
two  departments — the  girls  under  Deaconess 
Kennett,  the  boys  under  Mr.  Carey.  The  children 
remain  in  this  grade  for  two  or  three  years,  as 
the  case  may  be,  or  until  a  perfect  knowledge 
of  the  Church  Catechism,  with  lessons  flowing 
from  it,  has  been  acquired. 

The  grade  called  the  Main  School  contemplates 
a  round  of  four  years'  instruction  ;  the  first  year 
being  given  over  to  lessons  on  the  Old  Testa- 
ment, with  special  reference  to  the  promises  and 
symbols  pointing  to  Christ.  The  second  year 
has  for  its  study  lessons  on  the  Life  of  our 
Lord.  The  third  year  deals  with  the  history  of 
the  Church  as  contained  in  the  Book  of  the  Acts 
(this  being  the  subject  of  our  work  during  the 
present  season).  The  fourth  year  considers  les- 
sons from  the  Epistles  and  Gospels  ;  thus  fol- 
lowing the  sequence  of  the  Christian  Year. 
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The  three  years  of  Bible-class  instruction  are 
devoted  to  these  subjects,  respectively  :  {a)  Les- 
sons on  St.  John's  Gospel ;  (d)  Inductive  study 
of  the  Prayer  Book  ;  {c)  "  Things  which  a  Chris- 
tian ought  to  know  and  believe";  or,  in  other 
words,  Christian  doctrine.  This  last  is  the  text 
of  Bible-class  lessons  in  use  at  present. 

We  have  found  that  this  system  of  study  works 
well,  and  offers  a  sufficient  variety  for  the  chil- 
dren, as  well  as  being  characterized,  more  or 
less,  by  unity  of  thought. 

II.  Much  is  being  said  these  days  about  the 
necessity  of  scientific  methods  applied  to  Sunday- 
school  teaching.  All  well  and  good  ;  scientific 
teaching  ought  to  be  employed  where  it  may  be 
had,  but  the  Sunday-school  is  not  only  a  gather- 
ing together  of  children  for  the  purpose  of 
being  taught,  it  is  also  an  opportunity  for  the  ex- 
ertion of  personal  influence  on  the  part  of  the 
teacher  upon  the  soul  of  the  child.  For  when 
we  consider  that  no  Sunday  school  has  more 
than  an  hour  devoted  to  teaching,  pure  and  sim- 
ple, it  will  easily  be  seen  that  even  the  best  sci- 
entific method  cannot  have  more  than  a  certain 
amount  of  effect  on  a  child's  mind,  while,  on 
the  other  hand,  the  true  notion  of  a  Sunday- 
school  contemplates  a  knowledge  of  the  individ- 
ual child  by  the  teacher  outside  the  school  and 
in  that  child's  home.    We  want,  then,  teachers 
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trained  mentally  for  the  work  of  the  school,  but 
we  also  want  teachers  fitted  spiritually  for  that 
same  work.  This  has  been  said  before,  but  we 
cannot  say  it  too  often,  nor  can  it  too  constantly 
be  brought  before  our  eyes  as  officers  and 
teachers. 

III.  Teaching  by  lesson  papers  ceases  in  the 
month  of  June.  From  that  time  on  until  Octo- 
ber the  School  is  gathered  for  a  responsive  ser- 
vice, with  an  instruction  in  the  Chapel  at  half-past 
two.  The  attendance  last  summer  was  even 
more  than  we  hoped  it  would  be,  even  during 
those  months  when  some  schools  are  closed  alto- 
gether. It  is  no  small  testimony  to  the  love  of 
our  children  for  their  School  to  see  over  five  hun- 
dred of  them  of  a  summer  afternoon  in  the 
Chapel.  A  banner  was  given  to  the  class  having 
the  highest  record  of  attendance  during  the  sum- 
mer session,  and  was  won  by  Class  VI.,  a  group 
of  young  women  under  Deaconess  Stillman. 

What  the  School  still  needs — and  it  will  never 
reach  our  ideal  until  it  is  met — is  a  few  earn- 
est laymen  from  the  Church,  who  are  willing 
to  make  sacrifice  of  their  time  in  order  to  take 
charge  of  the  work  among  young  men.  No 
increase  of  the  clerical  staff  can  do  for  this  work 
what  laymen  can  do  ;  laymen  who  are  willing  to 
regard  it  as  a  life  work,  who  are  not  afraid  of 
discouragement,  and  wait  the  issue  of  perhaps 
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long  years  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  time 
they  would  thus  have  to  give  had  been  well 
given.  It  is  work  that  calls  for  more  than  an 
hour's  attendance  on  Sunday  ;  it  is  work  that 
would  make  a  man  a  centre  of  influence  for  a 
number  of  young  men  who  would  look  to  him 
for  encouragement,  guidance  and  help  whenever 
they  were  in  need,  and  would  have  a  right  to  be 
disappointed  if  that  need  were  not  met.  I  do 
not  minimize  the  difficulties  of  such  a  work,  nor 
the  sacrifice  it  would  entail;  but,  on  the  other 
hand,  I  cannot  imagine  anything  that  would  fill 
a  man  with  more  gratitude  than  to  be  regarded 
in  the  way  the  members  of  his  Bible  class  re- 
garded the  late  Mr.  William  G.  Boulton.  We 
are  still  waiting  for  some  man  to  do  for  the 
School  the  kind  of  work  which  Mr.  Boulton  did. 
How  long  shall  we  have  to  wait? 

The  most  serious  changes  in  the  staff  are  asso- 
ciated with  the  departure  of  Mr.  Bartlett,  Mr. 
Blodgett  and  Mr.  White,  in  the  thoughts  of  each 
of  whom  the  School  had  a  prominent  place. 

The  Main  School  lessons  are  still  under  the 
supervision  of  Mr.  White,  who  is  using  them  in 
his  Sunday-school  at  Worcester.  Mr.  Ruffner 
takes  the  place  made  vacant  by  Mr.  Blodgett, 
and  Mr.  Carey  has  the  oversight  of  the  Inter- 
mediate boys.  We  have,  as  heretofore  for  some 
years,  also  the  help  of  certain  Seminary  students. 
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Social  meetings,  held  more  or  less  frequently 
during  the  year,  helped  to  give  unity  to  the  teach- 
ing staff. 

The  great  number  of  pupils  in  the  Primary 
Department  necessitates  an  exhausting  expendi- 
ture of  vitality  on  the  part  of  the  teacher,  and,  if 
order  is  to  be  maintained,  presupposes  a  real 
genius  for  teaching.  That  in  Miss  Briggs  has 
been  obtained  another  teacher  who,  like  Miss 
Beard,  holds  and  wins  the  hearts  and  minds  of 
these  little  children,  is  cause  for  special  thank- 
fulness. I  believe  the  New  Year  opens  with  a 
deeper  sense  in  the  hearts  of  all  the  teachers  as 
to  their  responsibility,  and  a  more  earnest  pur- 
pose to  seek  God's  blessing  on  their  work  and 
His  strength  to  enable  them  to  accomplish  it.

ANNUAL  REPORT. 

On  the  third  Monday  of  each  month,  after  the 
regular  business,  some  special  cause  has  been 
presented  to  the  Women's  Missionary  Society. 
In  November,  Mrs.  Walrath,  of  Cape  Mount,  Li- 
beria, gave  a  short  account  of  her  work  and 
showed  photographs  of  some  of  her  pupils, 
whose  intelligent  faces  were  most  encouraging 
proofs  of  good  results  accomplished.    In  De- 
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cember,  the  Rev.  James  Sheerin,  of  Morgantown, 
W.  Va.,  spoke  in  behalf  of  University  Hall,  of  which 
he  and  his  wife  are  in  charge,  making  home  life 
for  students  who  would  otherwise  be  subjected  to 
the  evil  influences  of  ordinary  boarding-houses. 
Twenty-five  dollars  were  donated  to  his  work. 
At  the  January  meeting  the  Rev.  J.  J.  P.  Perry, 
of  Brunswick,  Ga.,  told  us  of  his  work  among 
the  negroes,  who,  in  six  years,  mostly  through 
their  own  efforts,  built  a  chapel  and  school  build- 
ing free  of  debt.  A  cyclone  swept  both  build- 
ings away  in  as  many  minutes  as  it  took  years 
to  build  them.  He  reported  that  to  rebuild,  his 
brave  people  were  redeeming  most  generous 
pledges,  which  he  hoped  might  be  supplemented 
at  the  North.  One  hundred  and  two  dollars  was 
the  response  to  his  touching  appeal.  In  Febru- 
ary the  Rev.  L.  L.  Kinsolving  urged  the  claims 
of  his  work  in  Brazil.  Dr.  Huntington  sent  him 
a  donation.  In  March,  the  Rev.  B.  M.  Spurr,  of 
Moundsville,  W.  Va.,  told  of  the  ex-convicts 
of  the  Penitentiary  where  he  is  Chaplain,  and  of 
the  children  of  the  poor  whites  degraded  by 
poverty.  His  desire  was  to  clothe  these  little 
ones.  He  received  $95.  In  April,  Mr.  Bottome 
gave  a  most  interesting  report  of  the  work  at 
Grace  Chapel,  showing  how  deeply  the  privi- 
leges of  worship  are  appreciated  there,  and  how 
devotedly  the  people  have  thrown  themselves 
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into  the  work.  The  Vicar  urged  that  the  social 
influences  of  the  Chapel  might  be  increased, 
so  that  many  who  are  tempted  to  stray  off  may 
be  kept  under  the  influences  of  the  Church. 

The  General  Treasurer  and  Secretary  has  re- 
ceived from  the  Rector  during  the  past  year 
$6,335  and  distributed  the  same,  as  instructed, 
to  the  Treasurers  of  the  respective  Committees. 
In  addition,  these  Treasurers  have  received 
directly  from  contributors  $1,231.66,  which,  with 
three  specials,  makes  a  total  of  $7,826.66. 

On  perusal  of  the  reports  of  the  several  Commit- 
tees, we  have  cause  for  thankfulness  that  so  much 
good  work  has  been  accomplished,  and  that  so 
much  cheer  has  gone  to  the  Clergy  with  small 
stipends.  These  records,  however,  are  not  all, 
for  the  prayers  that  go  with  these  material  bless- 
ings are  the  power  in  the  work,  therefore  let  us 
earnestly  strive  to  increase  this  contribution.

November,  i8g6,  to  November,  1^97' 

The  work  of  the  Domestic  Committee  for  the 
winter  of  1896-1897  was  carried  forward  with 
the  same  enthusiasm  as  usual,  but  in  scanning 
the  report  of  last  year  it  will  be  seen  that  our 
means  were  somewhat  curtailed,  and  also  that 
many  of  the  boxes  were  of  far  less  value  than 
usual.  It  is  true  that  more  boxes  were  sent 
than  the  previous  season,  but  as  the  money  in 
the  treasury  decreased,  the  Committee  deemed  it 
wise  to  keep  the  work  going,  and  therefore  chose 
rather  to  send  several  small  boxes  than  one  or 
two  large  ones. 
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The  work  itself  is  of  intense  interest,  and  could 
the  letters  received  during  the  winter  from  the 
missionaries  be  published,  their  pathos,  their 
oftentimes  touching  simplicity,  and  the  deep 
gratitude  they  show,  would  of  themselves  be  a 
sufficient  reward  for  the  gifts  rendered.  We 
should  acknowledge  the  continued  aid  of  the 
Benevolent  Society  in  sending  us  liberal  sup- 
plies of  made-up  underclothing — things  so  val- 
uable to  the  far-away  missionary  and  his  family. 

We  are  also  much  indebted  to  Adams  Express 
Co.,  Wells,  Fargo  and  Co.,  Brokaw  Brothers, 
James  McCreery  and  Co.,  and  others.

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  has  held 
its  regular  monthly  meetings  from  November  to 
Easter,  when  much  of  interest  in  regard  to 
the  work  has  been  discussed,  and  letters  have 
been  read  that  were  filled  with  the  noble  deeds 
of  men  and  women  who  have  given  up  all  to 
carry  the  Gospel  of  Christ  to  foreign  lands. 

The  visit  of  Mrs.  Dr.  Walrath  to  this  parish 
brought  before  us  most  vividly  the  lonely,  unself- 
ish lives  of  the  missionaries  in  Africa.  Far  from 
kindred  and  friends,  without  the  comfort  of  their 
own  Church  services,  this  little  band  of  women 
works  for  the  education  and  training  of  heathen 
children,  their  only  reward  the  consciousness  that 
they  are  doing  their  Master's  work. 

Miss  Mosher,  a  graduate  of  the  New  York 
Training  School  for  Deaconesses,  writes  most 
cheerfully  of  her  work  in  Shanghai.  Having 
known  Miss  Mosher  in  her  work  here,  it  seems  to 
bring  the  work  in  China  nearer  to  us,  and  we  are 
grateful  for  the  kind  donation  that  enabled  us  to 
pay  her  expenses  for  this  year. 

We  cannot  close  our  report  without  an  appeal 
for  money  to  send  more  missionaries  to  the  for- 
eign field,  and  to  give  more  liberally  to  the  needs 
of  those  already  there.

The  report  of  the  Indian  Committee  is  very 
short.  The  members  were  willing  and  anxious 
to  do  more,  in  answer  to  the  many  and  urgent 
appeals  for  help  from  the  Indian  missions  and 
schools  in  the  West,  but  the  work  was  limited 
by  the  amount  of  the  contributions.  The  teach- 
er's salary  at  St.  Mary's  School,  Rosebud  Agency, 
was  paid — $420.  In  March,  six  pairs  of  blankets 
were  sent  to  St.  Elizabeth's  School,  South  Dakota, 
and  a  box  containing  new  material  for  the  Indian 
sewing  schools  to  the  Rev.  John  Robinson,  Sis- 
seton  Agency,  South  Dakota. 

A  letter  has  been  received  acknowledging  re- 
ceipt of  box.  The  articles  were  divided  among 
the  schools,  that  of  St.  John  Baptist  getting  the 
largest  share.  A  suit  of  clothes  was  also  sent  to 
an  Indian  catechist. 

The  members  of  the  Committee  hope  there 
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will  be  more  money  given  them  this  year  to  carry 
on  their  work.

ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  scope  of  the  City  Committee  was  enlarged 
this  year  by  the  addition  of  work  in  aid  of  the 
Archdeaconry  of  New  York.  It  would,  therefore, 
seem  a  good  plan  to  report  separately  the  work 
for  each  organization. 

First,  to  help  the  Archdeaconry;  St.  George's 
Mission,  in  Westchester  Co.,  was  given  $60  to 
paint  the  chapel,  and  later,  $100  to  buy  a 
carpet. 

St.  David's  Mission  for  Colored  people  re- 
ceived $50. 

Then,  to  their  old  friend,  the  City  Mission  So- 
ciety, money  was  given  for  the  Italian  Mothers' 
Meeting,  and  to  secure  the  services  of  teachers  in 
cooking,  cutting  out  clothing,  and  for  the  gymna- 
sium at  God's  Providence  Mission,  in  Broome 
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Street.  Money  was  also  given  to  buy  books 
for  the  library. 

Sheets  and  pillow  cases  were  given  to  the  in- 
valid son  of  a  chaplain,  and  an  appropriation  of 
$25  made,  to  buy  comforts  for  him. 

To  another  chaplain  was  given  a  suit  of  clothes. 

A  visitor  was  provided,  for  four  months,  for  the 
Chapel  of  the  Messiah.  The  money  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  Committee  for  the  winter  being  less 
than  usual,  there  were,  of  course,  fewer  meet- 
ings. At  the  last  meeting,  on  April  28th,  $10 
was  voted  for  tea  and  sugar,  to  be  given  at  the 
Almshouse  on  Blackwell's  Island,  and  $10  for 
vegetables,  to  be  distributed  there  at  midsum- 
mer, $10  for  books  for  God's  Providence  Mission, 
and  the  remaining  money,  about  $16,  to  be  given, 
at  different  times,  to  buy  delicacies  for  the  in- 
valid boy  so  often  helped  before.  Hoping  for 
generous  financial  contributions,  the  Committee 
in  aid  of  the  City  Mission  Society  and  the  Arch- 
deaconry look  forward  to  another  winter  of  use- 
ful activity.

ANNUAL  REPORT. 

(1)  It  seems  almost  inevitable  that  the  Mis- 
sion House  Report  should  note  a  change  in  the 
management  of  the  House.  We  had  hoped  that 
Mrs.  Browning  would  be  able  to  remain  with  us 
permanently,  but  the  work  proving  too  great  a 
demand  upon  her  strength,  she  was  compelled  to 
give  up  her  oversight  of  the  Mission,  to  the  very 
sincere  regret  of  its  residents.  She  by  no  means, 
however,  has  relinquished  her  interest  in  the 
work  of  the  Settlement,  since  she  still  continues 
her  association  with  the  Friendly,  and  is  counted 
among  our  voluntary  visitors. 

The  new  House-mother,  Mrs.  Jameson,  is  not 
new  to  the  district,  inasmuch  as  during  the  sum- 
mer she  substituted  most  satisfactorily  for  Miss 
Linton,  and  her  charge  of  the  Dispensary  was 
both  efficient  and  sympathetic. 

(2)  Owing  to  the  generous  interest  of  its  givers, 
the  Mission  House  was  put  in  thorough  repair 
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during  the  past  summer,  much  new  furniture 
added,  and  the  walls  and  ceilings  cleaned  and 
newly  painted  throughout.  We  are  sure  that 
those  who  have  known  the  Mission  in  the  past 
will  be  glad  to  see  it  in  its  new  dress.  The  fami- 
lies who  are  represented  in  the  various  organi- 
zations among  women  and  girls  which  meet  at 
the  Mission  House,  form  a  large  part  of  the 
nucleus  of  the  Chapel's  parochial  life,  and  the 
bond  between  the  Mission  and  the  Chapel  is 
closer  to-day  than  ever  it  was. 

(3)  It  is  well  to  call  attention  to  the  kind  of 
work  which  the  Mission  Associates  have  it  in 
their  power  to  accomplish  if  only  they  are  helped 
by  the  Church  people  at  large.  They  stand  as  a 
connecting  link  between  the  needs  of  certain  of 
our  Parish  families  and  those  members  of  Grace 
Church  who  are  not  themselves  able  personally 
to  visit  on  the  East  Side,  and  yet  who  would 
welcome  the  opportunity  to  help  even  indirectly  in 
our  work.  Contributions  of  any  sort,  therefore, 
given  to  the  Associates,  will  certainly  be  ex- 
pended to  the  very  best  advantage,  and  we 
would  welcome  very  gladly  any  of  the  parish- 
ioners of  Grace  Church  who  might  wish  to  be 
enrolled  on  the  list  of  the  Associates.  Meetings 
are  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  every 
month  at  the  Mission  Hoiise  at  a  quarter  past 
ten. 
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(4)  One  occasionally  hears  criticism  passed 
upon  churches  situated  as  ours  for  attaching  the 
word  Settlement  "  to  their  work.  But  a  settle- 
ment simply  implies  living  among  the  people  for 
whom  one  works;  and,  in  this  sense,  at  least,  the 
Mission  House  is  a  veritable  settlement.  Pains 
have  been  taken  to  make  this  idea  plainer  by 
brightening  the  guild  rooms,  and  thus  giving  to 
the  surroundings  a  more  livable  atmosphere. 
The  hospitable  use  to  which  certain  of  the  mis- 
sion rooms  can  be  put  has  been  shown  in  the  so- 
cial gatherings  of  the  Chapel  Sunday-school 
teachers.  Our  work  will  not  be  complete  until 
our  people  feel  that  they  are  as  welcome  in  our 
homes  as  they  make  us  welcome  in  theirs.

ANNUAL  REPORT. 

November^  i8g6,  to  November ,  i8gy. 

On  All  Saints*  Day,  1896,  Dr.  Huntington,  as 
customary,  met  the  officers  and  teachers  of  the 
industrial  schools.  After  the  annual  reports  were 
read,  the  rector  suggested  the  addition  to  our 
work  of  cooking  classes.  This  being  approved, 
a  Committee  was  named  to  arrange  them.  The 
Industrial  School  now  includes  sewing,  free-hand 
drawing,  modelling,  bent-iron  work,  carpentry, 
and  cooking  classes.  The  statistics  show  an  in- 
crease of  150  pupils  over  last  year,  and  it  is  with 
thankfulness  we  acknowledge  that  during  the 
past  winter  our  numbers  were  not  at  any  time 
largely  decreased  by  sickness.  With  satisfaction 
we  record  a  very  marked  improvement  in  our 
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Standard  of  good  work  and  a  very  proper  and 
kindly  spirit  of  emulation  in  the  school  among 
both  the  boys  and  the  girls.  Our  requirements 
for  neatness  have  all  along  been  so  strict  that  we 
are  glad  to  see  that  neatness  is  now  the  rule  and 
not  the  exception,  many  of  the  mothers  working 
earnestly  with  us  to  this  end. 

The  Teachers*  Meetings,  which  were  begun  in 
1894  under  the  auspices  of  the  New  York  Asso- 
ciation of  Sewing  Schools,  have  been  continued. 
Much  that  is  practical  is  gained  at  these  meet- 
ings through  interchange  of  methods  and  re- 
suits. 

The  closing  festival  was  on  Saturday,  May  ist. 
There  were  a  number  of  graduates,  two  of  whom 
received  diplomas  and  the  others  their  sample 
books  containing  work  accepted  by  the  Examin- 
ing Committee. 

The  Rector  presented  the  diplomas  and  a  large 
number  of  well-earned  prizes,  thirty-six  being 
first  prizes.  As  the  standard  of  the  Examining 
Committee  is  very  high,  the  large  number  of 
prizes  awarded  speaks  well  for  the  school.  The 
songs  by  the  Main  and  Infants'  Schools  and  by 
the  boys  were  well  rendered,  showing  excellent 
results  from  the  special  training  given  each  Sat- 
urday in  this  direction.  The  children  were  made 
happy  by  a  conjurer,  and  we  parted  till  the  first 
Saturday  in  November, 
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GRACE  MISSION  INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL. 

This  School  is  intended  for  girls  under  seven, 
and  some  few  a  little  older,  who  cannot  be  spared 
from  home  on  Saturdays  to  attend  the  Chapel 
School;  also  for  boys  under  ten.  When  seven 
years  of  age,  the  girls  are  promoted  to  the 
Chapel  Sewing  School.  Numbers  are  about  as 
last  year,  the  average  attendance  very  good,  and 
excellent  work  has  been  accomplished.  The 
closing  exercises  took  place  on  Tuesday,  April 
2oth.  Dr.  Huntington  and  other  friends  were 
present.  There  were  five  graduates,  and  many 
prizes  and  medals  were  awarded.  In  these  good 
results  we  recognize  that  some  of  the  mothers 
work  with  us  and  appreciate  the  benefit  to  their 
children,  which  we  hope  they  may  continue  to 
do. 


EXTRA  INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL  CLASSES. 

There  are  two  cooking  classes,  twelve  pupils 
in  each.  The  girls  of  twelve  meet  on  Wednes- 
day afternoons;  the  older  girls  the  same  evening. 
The  average  attendance  has  been  most  satisfac- 
tory, and  the  interest  shown  marked.  Practical 
dishes  have  been  taught,  many  of  which  have 
been  reported  as  much  appreciated  at  home.  At 
each  lesson  the  girls  take  turns  in  setting  the 
table,  in  which  they  show  much  interest.  By 
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these  means  we  hope  to  make  the  home  table 
more  and  more  attractive,  and  trust  this  work  may 
prove  an  agency  for  good,  since  we  have  seen  it 
recorded  that  carelessly  served  and  badly  cooked 
meals  often  drive  men  to  the  saloon.  Forty-five 
of  the  older  boys  have  been  taught  freehand  draw- 
ing and  modelling  and  carpentry  work.  These 
evening  classes  are  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  on  Extra  Industrial  Classes,  and  be- 
gan again  October  4th.  On  the  closing  evening, 
April  28th,  there  was  an  exhibition  of  work 
done  by  the  Manual  Training  Classes,  which  was 
most  creditable.

ANNUAL  REPORT. 

November^  i8g6^  to  November^  1^97- 

When  the  doors  of  the  Benevolent  Society  re- 
opened for  the  season  on  November  4th,  it  was 
with  a  feeling  of  trepidation  on  the  part  of  the 
members  as  to  whether  the  winter  that  lay  before 
them  would  be  fraught  with  such  anxious  mo- 
ments as  the  one  they  had  last  passed  through  ; 
and  remembering  these  forebodings,  it  seems 
only  fitting  that  at  the  close  of  that  same  season 
we  should  chronicle  our  gratitude  for  the  re-; 
awakened  and  stimulated  interest  in  the  Society's 
work,  which,  taking  the  form  of  material  aid,  en- 
abled us  to  carry  out  our  work  on  the  usual  plan. 

At  the  opening  meeting  in  the  autumn,  119  of 
the  former  members  reapplied,  and  each  regular 
meeting  during  the  winter  showed  an  average  at- 
tendance of  147  out  of  a  beneficiary  list  of  156, 
this  total  including  6  nominations  by  special 
subscription,  and  the  4  regular  employees  in 
Grace  Hospital. 

In  the  complete  and  thorough  investigation  of 
all  new  applicants,  in  visiting  the  entire  number 
of  beneficiaries  at  least  once  during  the  winter, 
and  in  the  parochial  work  of  this  order  connected 
with  the  Society,  Deaconess  Miner  and  Deaconess 
Beard  continued  to  discharge  their  duties  to  the 
satisfaction  of  all  concerned,  and  were  aided  in

their  task  by  the  Charity  Organization  Society, 
to  which  the  Benevolent  Society  begs  to  tender 
its  thanks. 

Through  the  kindness  of  various  institutions,  and 
of  private  agencies,  the  Society  was  kept  supplied 
with  cut  and  prepared  work,  and  reports  4,034 
pieces  made  for  the  following  institutions  :

We  were  also  able  to  employ  the  customary  50 
women  during  the  summer,  and  two  were  added 
to  the  list  by  special  subscription.  A  detailed 
report  of  this  branch  of  the  Society's  work  is  sub- 
joined. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Coal  Fund  reports  that 
out  of  294  quarter  tons  of  coal  furnished  to  the 
women  at  75  cents  the  quarter  ton,  all  except 
one-half  ton  were  paid  for  in  full.

ANNUAL  REPORT. 

Increased  work  and  increasingly  satisfactory- 
results  have  attended  the  efforts  of  the  manage- 
ment during  the  past  year.  Over  182,000  articles 
have  been  laundered,  to  the  apparent  satisfaction 
of  the  patrons.  As  many  as  forty  women  at  one 
time,  and  over  one  hundred  and  thirty  different 
women,  have  been  employed.  By  means  of 
an  Emergency  Fund,''  set  aside  out  of  the 
earnings,  assistance  in  the  way  of  rent,  nursing, 
supplies,  medicines,  etc.,  have  been  furnished  to 
those  urgently  needing  them  during  temporary 
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illness  or  disability.  In  this  work  the  Manage- 
ment at  times  has  had  the  valuable  services  of  a 
trained  nurse,  and  these  kindnesses,  with  the  ad- 
dition of  the  hot,  wholesome,  mid-day  meal, 
given  the  women  when  employed,  have  proved 
of  substantial  benefit,  and  have  contributed  to 
the  efficiency  of  their  work. 

The  Laundry  has  not  only  continued  to  be 
self-sustaining,  but,  from  its  net  revenue,  has 
been  able  to  secure  to  the  Rector  the  sum  of 
$400  to  be  applied  to  the  support  of  a  Deaconess. 
It  has  also  been  able  to  furnish,  without  charge, 
for  the  use  of  the  Choir  of  Grace  Church,  the 
first  floor  of  the  premises  in  Clinton  Place. 

The  management  acknowledges,  with  sincere 
pleasure,  the  devotion  and  loyalty  of  the  Super- 
intendent and  her  assistants  in  charge  of  the 
work. 

The  Laundry  is  open  at  all  times  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  those  interested.

No  side  of  our  work  could  more  properly  be 
made  the  subject  of  an  extended  report  than  that 
among  the  sick  and  needy.  But  because  it  is  so 
wide-reaching,  we  must  of  necessity  be  forced  to 
let  the  story  be  told  by  the  summaries  found  on 
the  next  page.  No  changes  are  to  be  noted,  for- 
tunately, in  the  list  of  officers,  and  equally  for- 
tunate is  it  that  the  practical  management  of 
the  work  is  still  under  Miss  Linton's  oversight 
at  the  Hospital.  Last  year  the  number  of  visits 
made  by  the  nurse  was  2,154.  This  year  the 
number  is  2,891,  Last  year  the  number  of  visits 
received  was  1,294.  This  year  the  number  of 
visits  received  is  3,181.    These  figures  tell  their 
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own  eloquent  story  of  advances  made  and  dis- 
tress relieved.

unspeakably  happy. 

At  Christmas  time,  through  the  interest  of  one 
of  the  Mission  Associates,  another  woman  had  a 
gift  of  a  new  sewing-machine,  which  enables  her 
to  do  more  and  better  work. 

A  loving  spirit  prompted  a  gift  of  $25  to  be 
used  for  the  sick.  This  was  given  by  friends  of 
one  of  our  Chapel  girls,  who  died  of  consump- 
tion, and  was  used  for  those  suffering  from  the 
same  disease.

ANNUAL  REPORT. 

It  is  necessary,  at  the  beginning  of  this  report, 
once  again  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  Grace 
Hospital  is  not  intended  to  shelter  those  who  are 
sick,  but  in  two  of  its  three  divisions,  the  Houses 
of  Simeon  and  Anna,  gives  a  permanent  home 
to  eight  men  and  eight  women,  and  in  the  third 
division,  the  House  of  the  Holy  Child,  offers  a 
temporary  home  for  little  children. 

That  the  latter  is  not  always  full,  must  be  due 
to  one  of  two  reasons — either  to  the  fact  that  the 
need,  to  meet  which  children  are  sent  to  the 
House  of  the  Holy  Child,  is  not  always  existent, 
or  else  to  the  fact  that  the  House  itself  is  not 
well  enough  known.  It  is  encouraging,  how- 
ever, to  know  that  for  some  time  the  children's 
ward  was  full,  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  dur- 
ing the  coming  winter  a  larger  number  will  find 
shelter  there,  as  the  character  of  the  home  be- 
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comes  better  understood.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
forty-eight  children,  under  nine  years — ten  of 
that  number  being  young  babies — ^were  taken  in 
and  cared  for  during  the  year.  And  thus  a  work 
was  done  which,  we  believe,  is  of  a  kind  peculiar 
to  the  Hospital. 

The  House  of  Anna  has  been  full  from  the  be- 
ginning, and  the  vacancy  made  by  the  death  of 
our  dear  old  friend,  Mrs.  Vogel,  was  soon  filled. 
There  are  still  vacancies  in  the  House  of  Simeon, 
though  we  hope  before  long  to  receive  new  resi- 
dents. 

A  change  in  the  House-Mothership  marked  the 
beginning  of  the  parochial  year,  Mrs.  Wadleigh 
relieving  Deaconess  Kennett  and  thus  giving  the 
latter  more  opportunity  to  do  distinctively  paro- 
chial work,  outside  of  the  Hospital,  while  at  the 
same  time  assisting  the  new  House-Mother  in 
the  care  of  the  residents  of  the  Hospital. 

Donations  of  fruit,  flowers,  and  clothing  from 
kind  friends  have  been  gratefully  received  and 
enjoyed  by  all.  Christmas  was  made  bright  and 
happy  by  a  beautiful  tree  laden  with  gifts  for  all 
— old  and  young — from  kind  friends.  Through 
the  generous  gift  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wm.  Kings 
land,  who  desired  that  all  at  the  Hospital  should 
celebrate  their  golden  wedding  day  with  them,  a 
feast  was  given,  and  the  afternoon  spent  in  driv- 
ing to  Grant's  tomb  and  through  Central  Park. 
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The  day  was  bright  and  beautiful,  and  will  be 
long  remembered,  and  all  joined  in  hearty  con- 
gratulations to  the  kind,  loving  friends.  "  When 
thou  makest  a  feast,  call  the  poor,  .  .  .  and 
thou  shalt  be  blessed/' 

The  one  cloud  in  the  year's  work  was  associ- 
ated with  the  illness  of  Mrs.  Boulton,  whose  love 
and  interest  in  the  Hospital  have  been  unceasing 
from  the  first.  It  is  a  delight  to  us  all  to  know 
that  the  new  year's  opening  finds  her  much  im- 
proved in  health,  for  her  title  of  Honorary  House- 
Mother  by  no  means  tells  the  story  of  what  she 
has  been  and  is  to  the  work  of  the  Home  and  to  its 
residents,  by  whom  she  has  been  sadly  missed. 

The  ladies  of  the  Hospital  are  glad  to  welcome 
any  who  may  call  at  any  time,  but  will  always  be 
found  at  home  on  Wednesday  afternoons.

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THE  TWENTIETH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

It  can  hardly  be  expected  after  twenty  years 
of  the  same  work  that  our  Annual  Report  should 
contain  anything  very  original,  and  yet  the  past 
year,  like  every  other  year,  has  had  its  own  dis- 
tinctive features  giving  it  individuality. 

The  administration  of  the  house  continues  in 
charge  of  Deaconess  Gardner  and  Deaconess 
Barker,  who  have  conducted  it  so  efficiently  and 
faithfully  for  the  past  four  years  and  a  half. 

Their  staff  consists  of  a  kindergartner,  two 
head  nurses,  three  assistant  nurses,  waitress, 
housemaid,  cook  and  laundress. 

It  is  pleasant  to  record  the  permanent  and 
efficient  service  rendered  in  the  Nursery.  At  the 
end  of  this  report  will  be  found  a  list  of  those 
who  have  been  employed  for  more  than  two 
years.  We  have  undertaken  the  training  of 
young  Church  girls  for  the  Nursery  work  with 
most  satisfactory  results.  In  this  connection  it 
may  be  interesting  to  quote  from  the  Year  Book 
of  1872,  in  which  Bishop  Potter  (then  Rector  of 
Grace  Church)  says,  "  May  God  open  the  way  for 
a  speedy  realization  of  a  School  for  Nurses  as  a 
part  of  the  work  of  Grace  Memorial  House! 

We  have  three  divisions  of  children,  as  follows: 

Babies  from  one  month  to  three  years  of  age, 
kindergarten  children  from  three  to  seven  years, 
school  girls  from  seven  to  ten  years. 
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These  last  are  children  who  are  old  enough  to 
attend  the  neighboring  public  school,  but  are 
still  under  the  care  of  the  Nursery. 

The  children  have  made  excellent  progress  in 
the  Kindergarten  under  Miss  Laura  Morgan,  and 
in  their  singing  under  Miss  Bertha  Thomass,  to 
both  of  whom  our  grateful  thanks  are  due. 

The  health  of  the  children  has  been  exception- 
ally good,  and  again  we  desire  especially  to 
acknowledge  the  continued  interest  and  care 
given  to  the  Nursery  by  our  valued  house  phys- 
ician. Dr.  Nelson  H.  Henry. 

The  Mothers'  Meetings,  held  one  evening  in 
the  month  under  the  auspices  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  have  been  largely  attended. 

The  bathing  and  care  of  children,  sick  and 
well,  the  proper  making  of  a  bed,  ventilation, 
hints  on  cooking,  these  as  well  as  practical  talks 
on  domestic  economy,  make  these  meetings  of 
real  assistance  to  the  working  mother. 

The  daily  afternoon  tea,  provided  for  the 
women  when  they  come  to  take  their  children 
home,  has  been  a  most  beneficent  factor  in  our 
work.  One  of  the  Deaconesses  is  always  present, 
the  table  is  daintily  spread,  and  we,  who  have 
comfortable  homes,  may  hardly  estimate  what 
this  cup  of  hot  tea,  in  pleasant,  refined  surround- 
ings, with  words  of  sympathy  or  encouragement, 
can  mean  to  these  weary,  burdened  women. 
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Last  March  we  sent  two  representatives  to  a 
most  interesting  and  instructive  "  Conference  of 
Day  Nurseries/'  held  in  Boston.  This  is  not  the 
place  to  dwell  on  all  the  topics  discussed,  but 
many  may  be  interested  to  know  that  a  compari- 
son of  tables  brought  to  light  the  fact  that  our 
average  cost  of  twenty-nine  and  one-half  cents  a 
day,  per  child,  is  much  lower  than  that  of  most 
other  nurseries  in  this  country. 

The  following  statistics  in  the  past  year  speak 
for  themselves,  but  they  do  not  measure,  and 
cannot  represent,  except  in  the  most  meagre  way, 
the  amount  of  work  done,  or  the  benign  influ- 
ence of  that  work  on  the  characters  and  lives  not 
only  of  the  children,  but  in  many  instances  of 
their  parents.

We  wish  we  could  give  a  more  satisfactory  ac- 
count of  our  financial  condition.  A  mistaken  idea 
seems  to  prevail  that  the  Nursery  is  endowed,  or 
provided  for  by  a  few  people.  On  the  contrary, 
it  is  supported  by  the  voluntary  contributions  of 
its  friends  in  Grace  Parish,  and  these  fall  short 
annually  of  the  expenses.  At  the  end,  there- 
fore, of  every  two  or  three  years  we  find  ourselves 
under  the  burden  of  debt,  unless  we  have  made 
some  special  effort  to  raise  the  necessary  amount 
to  meet  the  deficit. 

We  do  not  want  to  lower  the  standard  of  our 
work,  as  the  average  cost  per  child  is  not  higher 
than  it  is  fair  to  expect;  nor  do  we  want  to  reduce 
the  number  of  children  below  the  real  capacity 
of  the  house.  We  feel  sure  that  the  people  of 
Grace  Parish  do  not  want  the  traditions  of  twenty 
years  set  aside  in  either  particular.  It  only  re- 
mains for  new  friends  to  come  to  the  rescue,  and 
for  old  friends  to  increase  their  gifts. 

Consider  the  Day  Nursery  from  an  economic 
point  of  view.  We  spend  29  1-2  cents  a  day  for 
each  child,  and  the  average  earning  capacity  of 
the  mothers  is  about  67  cents  a  day.  Every  dol- 
lar, therefore,  which  is  given  to  the  Nursery, 
provides  three  and  one-third  days'  care  for  a 
child,  and  enables  its  mother  to  earn  $2.23.  Can 
any  other  branch  of  work  show  a  more  satisfac- 
tory return  than  this  ?

ANNUAL  REPORT. 

Two  classes  were  organized  last  year  for  in- 
struction in  Kitchen  Garden  work.  The  classes 
were  formed  of  little  girls  between  the  ages  of 
six  and  ten  years. 

One  class  of  the  older  girls  between  eight  and 
ten  was  taught  on  Friday  afternoons  by  Miss 
Beard,  and  the  other,  composed  of  the  smaller 
children,  on  Monday  afternoons  by  Miss  Miner. 

Each  class  numbered  twenty-five  children. 
They  all  wore  white  caps  and  aprons,  and  were 
instructed  in  the  various  Kitchen  Garden 
methods,  which  consist  of  teaching  little  children 
how  to  do  housework  properly,  with  miniature 
utensils,  and  with  the  aid  of  music  and  verse. 

The  classes  closed  last  year  about  the  first  of 
May  with  an  exhibition  in  the  art  of  bed-making, 
to  which  the  mothers  of  the  children  were  in- 
vited. After  the  lesson,  they  enjoyed  a  pink  ice- 
cream and  cake  party. 

Miss  Kennett  and  Miss  Briggs  have  charge  of 
the  class  this  year,  which  is  taught  on  Friday 
afternoons.

ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  Parish  Kindergarten,  at  540  East  13th 
Street,  opened  September  16,  1896. 

The  number  of  children  enrolled  was  thirty- 
five,  all  that  it  was  possible  to  accommodate  at 
the  time,  and  the  average  attendance  was  about 
twenty-eight.  This  was  not  as  large  as  in  previous 
years,  owing  to  the  unusual  prevalence  of  con- 
tagious diseases. 

The  generosity  of  several  friends  provided  the 
means  to  give  the  children  a  most  happy  Christ- 
mas party,  and  those  who  were  present  to  share 
their  joy  can  understand  the  eagerness  with 
which  it  had  been  anticipated  for  weeks. 

To  those  interested  in  the  deepest  welfare  of 
this  branch  of  the  Parish  work,  the  red- 
letter  day  was  that  of  January  16,  1897,  when  an 
Assistant  Kindergartner  was  added  to  our  work- 
ing force  and  thirty  new  children  were  accom- 
modated. 
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This  is  an  end  we  had  long  striven  to  attain, 
and  we  wish  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  for 
the  benevolence  which  made  this  increase  in  the 
work  possible. 

The  year,  from  this  time  on,  was  a  prosperous 
one,  with  the  exception  of  a  break  of  two  weeks 
in  March,  when  the  Kindergarten  was  closed  be- 
cause of  illness  among  the  children. 

The  Easter  party  was  heartily  enjoyed,  as 
ever,  and  on  June  i6th  we  closed  a  successful 
year,  sending  some  children  to  the  public  schools 
and  retaining  the  rest  as  a  nucleus  for  the  next 
year's  work. 

Visitors  are  welcomed  by  all,  from  the  Kinder- 
gartners  to  the  littlest  children,  and  a  cordial  in- 
vitation is  extended  to  our  friends  to  come  and 
see  us  at  work  on  any  school  day  between  nine 
and  twelve  o'clock.

ANNUAL  REPORT. 
The  most  distinct  gain  in  last  year's  visitation 
was  designated  in  the  Year  Book  as  the  sys- 
tematic organization  of  clerical  visiting.  Since 
that  report  the  plainest  sign  of  the  thoroughness 
of  our  present  system  is  that  it  enables  the  Staff 
to  be  in  constant  touch  with  the  whole  circle  of 
Chapel  families.  It  would  be  impossible  to 
effect  this  with  a  smaller  staff  of  Visitors  than  we 
now  have. 

The  changes  alone  are  so  numerous  as  to  de- 
mand much  time  in  keeping  the  list  of  family 
addresses  known  to  all  the  Visitors.  Not  in- 
frequently twenty-five  changes  are  reported  in  a 
single  week.  Families  move  from  one  Visitor's 
district  into  another's.  They  remove  from  our 
neighborhood,  and  new  families  come  in.  The 
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flock  is  not  properly  shepherded  unless  the  habi- 
tations of  all  our  families  are  constantly  known. 
It  is  safe  to  say  that  under  the  present  system 
this  result  is  achieved. 

The  relief  of  need  is  more  important.  It 
scarcely  happens  that  a  visitor  makes  a  call  with- 
out finding  some  need.  Men  are  out  of  work, 
children  are  sick,  neighbors  have  personal  mis- 
understandings, a  son  or  daughter  is  causing 
anxiety,  an  aged  person's  courage  is  breaking 
down  under  infirmity,  a  whole  family  is  in  ex- 
treme want,  a  question  has  arisen  as  to  the  op- 
portunity of  some  child  in  one  of  the  various 
parochial  societies.  The  unreserved  frankness 
of  our  people  in  stating  their  needs  proves  their 
confidence  in  the  management,  and  their  belief 
that  in  some  way  Grace  Chapel  can  relieve  the 
need.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  belief  is  not 
mistaken.  Where  relief  lies  beyond  our  power, 
there  is  evidence  that  the  cordial  expression  of 
sympathy  is  not  unappreciated.  In  fact,  many 
have  plainly  said  that  the  friendly  spirit  of  the 
Visitors  from  Grace  Chapel  is  perceived,  and  that 
for  this  reason  the  Settlement  has  the  good  will 
of  this  entire  neighborhood. 

Most  important  is  personal  religious  ministra- 
tion in  the  homes.  This  is  given  by  the  Deacon- 
esses as  well  as  by  the  Clergy.  It  is  a  fact  we 
have  to  reckon  with  that  the  majority  of  our 
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older  people  were  trained  as  Lutherans,  that  the 
Lutheran  service  in  the  German  tongue  is  the 
one  they  would  naturally  prefer,  and  that  not 
only  the  use  of  our  Prayer  Book,  but  understand- 
ing what  is  said  in  Church  in  English  is  quite 
difficult  for  them.  There  is  some  self-sacrifice  in 
their  acceptance  of  Grace  Chapel  as  their  Church. 
It  is  absolutely  necessary,  therefore,  that  the 
public  ministration  of  the  services  be  supple- 
mented by  conversation  on  religious  and  moral 
subjects  with  the  people  in  their  homes.  It  is 
probable  that  in  the  week  half  as  many  families 
receive  such  influence  from  the  Visitors  as  attend 
the  Sunday  services. 

It  is  not  exceeding  truth  to  say  that  in  all 
these  elements  our  neighborhood  visiting  is  be- 
coming more  systematic,  more  vigilant  and  more 
personal. 

There  is  much  truth  in  the  assertion  often 
made  that  for  the  proper  and  effectual  develop- 
ment of  any  congregation  situated  as  ours  is, 
the  greatest  emphasis  must  be  given  to  work 
among  little  children.  To  the  young  lives  now 
growing  up  under  our  instruction  must  we  look 
for  our  future  and  permanent  constituency. 

But  to  realize  this,  does  not  blind  our  eyes  to 
the  fact  that  we  have  obligations  to  their  parents, 
and  the  response  made  to  our  efforts  along  this 
line  has  been  by  no  means  discouraging.  More 
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effort,  of  course,  is  needed  to  reach  the  older 
people  than  is  necessary  where  only  the  children 
are  concerned.  But  we  believe  there  is  on  the 
part  of  the  former  a  growing  interest  in  all  our 
work;  and  we  look  to  the  coming  years  to  see 
realized  in  the  minds  of  the  parents  the  feeling 
that  the  proper  thing  for  them  to  do  is  not  to  let 
their  children  go  to  Church  without  them. 

At  any  rate,  we  are  constantly  working  for  such 
a  result,  and  we  have  seen  enough  to  prove  to  us 
that  such  work  on  our  part  will  not  wholly  be  in 
vain.

A  YEAR  has  passed,  with  increased  interest  and 
efficiency  in  the  Prison  Guild.  The  service  is 
held  in  the  Tombs  Prison  every  Sunday  after- 
noon, at  which  between  twenty-five  and  forty 
boys  are  present.  The  service  is  made  simple 
and  interesting.  The  boys  join  in  the  Psalter, 
prayers  and  Creed,  from  a  leaflet,  and  sing 
heartily  the  hymns,  with  which  many  of  them 
seem  familiar.  The  address  is  usually  made 
from  the  Epistle  or  Gospel  for  the  day,  thus  un- 
folding to  them  this  wonderful  supply  to  our 
daily  needs.  The  Hymn  Books  were  kindly 
given  by  Mr.  Pott — a  generous  supply — upon  the 
solicitation  of  a  member  of  the  Guild.  Also,  one 
interested  in  the  work  has  sent  a  number  of  fine 
photographs,  views  in  Syria,  India,  Italy  and  our 
own  country.  They  are  framed  in  simple  oak, 
and  two  rows  of  them  decorate  three  sides  of  the 
room.  As  this  room  is  also  used  for  week-day 
classes,  and  the  boys  in  the  prison  are  constantly 
changing,  the  pictures  form  a  never-ending 
source  of  pleasure  and  instruction. 

While  a  report  should  not  be  in  the  nature  of 
an  appeal,  it  seems  only  fitting  to  bring  this

work  somewhat  more  prominently  before  the 
members  of  Grace  Parish,  which  is  now  repre- 
sented by  a  Visitor  from  Grace  Church.  It  is 
not  a  work  which  appeals  to  one's  sympathies, 
when  one  knows  little  or  nothing  of  it  ;  but  to 
see  the  eagerness  with  which  many  of  the  boys 
listen  to  what  may  be  a  word  in  season,  how  do 
we  know  it  is  not  the  cup  of  cold  water  to  the 
*^  least  of  one  of  these  ? 

One  of  the  Deacons  of  the  Parish  has  been 
made  Chaplain  to  the  Guild  ;  and  another  shares 
with  him  regular  ministrations  to  the  Tombs  on 
Sundays.  A  member  of  the  Chapel  Chapter  of 
the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew  also  visits  the 
men's  prison  every  Sunday  afternoon. 

The  old,  historic  Tombs  is  passing  away,  yet 
the  prisoners,  like  the  poor,  are  ever  with  us.  In 
this  new  shelter  shall  we  not  all  try  to  add  some- 
thing of  the  light  and  love  of  Christ,  whereby 
they  may  find  a  way  to  perfect  days?

ANNUAL  REPORT. 

Grace  Company,  Knights  of  Temperance, 
enters  upon  the  thirteenth  year  of  its  life.  The 
significance  of  such  an  organization  is  not  slight. 
It  means  something  to  have  a  body  of  young  m^n 
pledged  to  temperance^  purity  and  reverence  In  a 
community  so  crowded   as   that   around  the 
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Chapel,  where  laxity  in  just  these  particulars  is 
engendered  by  the  very  crowding  together  of  so 
many  people.  And  the  Company  is  more  than  a 
social  society.  There  are  so  many  organizations 
connected  with  the  Chapel  that  there  is  no  lack 
of  opportunity  for  social  gatherings. 

So  in  the  Knights  of  Temperance,  the  central 
purpose  is  clearly  kept  in  mind;  it  is  recognized 
as  the  essential  feature,  and  not  as  a  mere  means 
of  access  to  other  features,  of  whatever  sort  they 
may  be.  The  effort  is  made  to  impress  upon  the 
members  their  solemn  obligation  to  keep  the 
vows  taken  upon  entering  the  Company. 

Therefore,  however  few  the  numbers,  the  very 
existence  of  such  a  society  would  be  of  no  mean 
importance.  It  is  very  encouraging  to  find  in 
Grace  Company  an  active  interest,  as  shown  by 
the  general  spirit  of  the  meetings  ;  by  the  number 
of  those  who  have  recently  joined  it ;  by  the  en- 
tertainments, past,  or  planned  to  be  undertaken  ; 
by  the  improvement  in  drilling,  under  the  drill- 
master.  Sergeant  Cromwell  Stacey,  Company  D, 
Thirteenth  Infantry,  U.  S.  A.;  and  by  the  suc- 
cesses of  the  Basket  Ball  team. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  and  confidently  expected 
by  those  who  have  the  Company  in  charge,  that 
in  the  coming  year  it  will  take  the  position  of 
prominence  and  influence  that  it  should  hold  in 
the  life  of  the  Parish, 
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ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  Young  Crusaders  have  another  year  of 
steady  growth  and  increased  usefulness  to  re- 
port. There  have  been  some  changes  in  the 
organization.  The  Rev.  Murray  Bartlett,  whose 
energy  as  Regent  contributed  so  much  to  the 
success  of  last  year's  work,  is  no  longer  with  us. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Parrott,  also,  was  compelled,  from 
the  pressure  of  other  work,  to  resign  from  the 
Vice-Regency,  but  he  had  won  the  respect  and 
affection  of  the  boys  in  so  large  a  measure  that 
they  were  unwilling  to  let  him  go  entirely,  and 
still  speak  of  him  as  a  member  of  the  club. 

Lieutenant  Harroun,  too,  was  unable  to  be  with 
us  this  year,  and  his  place  as  Drill-Master  has 
been  filled  by  Mr.  Arthur  Coughtry,  who  has  en- 
tered upon  the  work  with  great  zeal,  and  who 
has  produced  already  a  marked  improvement  in 
the  drill  and  discipline  of  the  Company.  We 
wish  here,  in  the  name  of  the  boys,  to  thank  both 
him  and  his  father.  Colonel  Coughtry,  for  their 
unfailing  interest  in  our  work  among  the  boys. 

This  year  we  have  started  a  Drum  and  Bugle 
Corps,  which  aids  us  greatly  in  keeping  up  the 
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enthusiasm  of  the  boys  through  even  the  longest 
drill  or  the  most  exacting  manoeuvres.  Several 
minor  improvements  have  been  adopted.  One  of 
them  is  a  new  method  of  giving  out  and  receiv- 
ing the  uniforms  before  and  after  the  drill,  by 
which  from  twenty  to  thirty  minutes  are  saved  on 
each  drill  night. 

The  Company  has  never  before  in  its  history 
been  so  large  as  at  present.  It  now  numbers  up- 
ward of  ninety  boys,  and  we  hope,  before  the 
end  of  the  winter,  to  reach  the  limit  of  one  hun- 
dred. 

The  Annual  Encampment  was  held  last  July 
at  Sing  Sing,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Parrott. 
The  Misses  Potter  again  lent  us  the  "Bayley 
Farm  for  our  camping  ground,  and  about  fifty 
boys  spent  a  very  happy  week  there.  There 
were  no  accidents  or  sickness,  and  the  boys  are 
still  talking  over  the  incidents  of  the  camp,  and 
already  discussing  plans  for  next  summer. 

The  Young  Crusader  Library,  which  we  were 
able  to  organize  last  winter  through  the  gen- 
erosity of  Mr.  W.  Lanman  Bull,  Jr.,  is  now  open 
three  times  a  week,  and  a  large  number  of  books 
is  regularly  taken  out  and  read  by  the  members. 
There  are  no  dues  attached  to  membership  in 
the  Library.  The  only  requirements  are  that 
the  applicant  for  membership  be  a  boy  of  good 
character,  a  member  of  the  Sunday-school,  and 
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that  he  keep  the  books  entrusted  to  him  clean 
and  in  good  condition.  There  are  now  several 
hundred  volumes  on  our  shelves.  We  should  be 
glad  of  any  contributions  of  boys*  books,  and  we 
can  assure  the  donors  that  their  gifts  will  be  in 
constant  use. 

Regular  gymnasium  classes  for  the  Crusaders 
are  held  on  Monday  and  Thursday  afternoons, 
with  an  average  attendance  of  thirty-five  boys. 
In  connection  with  these  there  is  also  the  Young 
Crusader  Basket  Ball  Team,  which  during  the 
past  season  has  had  games  with  the  "  Brownie 
Teams  of  St.  Bartholomew's,  St.  George's,  and 
the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  and  al- 
ready several  matches  have  been  arranged  for  the 
coming  winter. 

Through  the  kindness  and  liberality  of  Mrs. 
Salter,  about  sixty  guns  were  presented  to  the 
boys  last  spring.  They  add  very  much  to  the 
appearance  of  the  Company  and  the  character 
of  the'  drill,  and,  in  fact,  it  is  hard  now  to  see 
how  we  ever  got  on  without  them. 

We  are  in  want  of  money  to  buy  uniforms  for 
our  new  members,  and  also  about  forty  more 
guns  are  needed.  The  boys  contribute  what  they 
can,  but  many  of  them  are  unable  to  pay  even  a 
small  sum,  and,  meanwhile,  both  the  appearance 
of  our  line  and  the  patience  and  enthusiasm  of 
the  boys  suffer. 
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The  spirit  of  honor  and  loyalty  among  the 
boys  is  very  high,  and  we  are  constantly  being 
struck  with  new  proofs  of  their  honesty  and  up- 
rightness. We  can  justly  claim  that  there  is  a 
real  improvement  in  the  manners  and  bearing  of 
a  boy  after  a  few  months  with  the  organization. 
We  set  a  high  standard,  and  the  boys  respond  to 
it  in  an  encouraging  way. 

Our  drills  are  held  every  Tuesday  evening, 
and  we  are  always  glad  to  welcome  visitors  who 
may  care  to  see  the  boys  in  line. 

We  hope  next  spring  to  hold  a  public'  drill, 
when  all  who  are  interested  in  our  work  among 
the  boys  may  see  the  results  of  the  military  dis- 
cipline.

There  is  little  new  to  report.  The  list  of 
names  lengthens,  and  the  average  attendance 
last  winter  was  larger  than  ever  before. 

A  good  deal  of  interest  is  shown  in  the  work 
of  the  Church  Temperance  Society,  and  a  little 
pride  taken  in  the  success  and  usefulness  of  the 
lunch  wagons  and  ice-water  fountains. 

A  great  deal  of  sympathy  was  felt  last  winter 
with  the  sorrows  of  one  of  the  class,  who,  utterly 
broken  in  health  and  by  family  troubles,  had 
been  taken  to  the  City  Hospital,  on  Blackweirs 
Island.

DAY  NURSERY  CHILDREN. 
{The  Chantry  Choir.) 
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THE  NEW  HOME. 

(1)  We  began  last  year's  report  with  the  same 
heading.  We  seemed  several  times  to  be  almost 
in  sight  of  the  Promised  Land,"  and,  as  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  we  are  now  very  much  nearer  to  it, 
although  we  cannot  definitely  say  what  location 
is  to  realize  our  dream.  Committees  have  been 
scouring  the  country  during  the  past  summer, 
and  if  the  delay  that  has  characterized  our 
efforts  seems  surprising,  it  would  be  well  to  re- 
mind our  readers  that  before  the  new  summer 
home  for  the  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital 
had  been  built,  nearly  three  hundred  sites  were 
investigated  and  reported  upon.  The  more  care- 
ful we  are  in  making  our  decision,  the  more  sure 
we  may  feel  that  it  shall  be  the  right  one  when 
made. 

(2)  Grace  Home,  as  the  annexed  report  of  the 
Superintendent  will  show,  did  thoroughly  good 
work  during  the  summer.  A  friend  of  the  Parish, 
who  lives  at  Far  Rockaway,  and  has  seen  for 
many  years  the  work,  as  it  has  been  carried  on 
under  an  ever-varying  management,  told  the 
writer  of  this  report  that  he  had  never  known 
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the  house  more  efficiently  superintended  than  it 
was  under  Miss  Patterson's  oversight.  A  large 
number  of  children  shared  its  privileges,  and  one 
and  all  had  a  good  time.  In  the  face  of  many 
discouragements,  it  is  no  small  praise  to  accom- 
plish, with  the  house  in  its  present  condition, 
what  Miss  Patterson's  report  shows  has  been 
done. 

(3)  The  excursions  were,  as  always  before,  de- 
lightful days  of  mutual  jollity  and  good-will.  If 
the  spirit  that  characterized  these  outings  can  in 
some  way  or  other  have  sufficient  expression 
given  to  it  in  the  life  of  the  Chapel  at  other 
times,  it  would  go  a  great  way  to  realize  some 
of  the  ideals  that  cluster  about  our  work.  Free- 
dom without  vulgarity;  good-fellowship  without 
coarseness;  the  meeting  together  of  all  our  peo- 
ple without  stiffness — what  the  excursions  did  for 
our  people,  and  the  vital  social  needs  that  were 
thus  met,  point  a  lesson  that  touches  a  much 
larger  side  of  our  work  than  that  related  to  the 
Fresh- Air  Fund.  But  so  far  as  it  does  touch  the 
Fresh-Air  Fund,  let  nothing  but  the  happiest 
things  be  said — since  the  excursion  days  are,  as 
we  look  back  upon  them,  associated  only  with 
pleasant  and  bright  memories. 

(4)  The  story  of  the  camp  is  told  by  Mr.  Carey 
in  his  article  on  the  Young  Crusaders,  and  no  ac- 
cidents, we  are  happy  to  say,  are  to  be  chronicled 
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in  connection  with  it.  More  boys  than  were 
present  last  year  at  the  week's  outing  were  gath- 
ered together  this  year  at  the  Bayley  Farm. 
And  in  this  connection  we  acknowledge,  as  we 
have  had  the  pleasure  of  doing  so  often  before, 
our  indebtedness  to  two  ladies  of  the  Parish  who 
not  only  gave  the  use  of  the  farm  for  the  Camp, 
but  also  in  the  Martha  Summer  Home  welcomed 
a  large  number  of  children,  including  the  boys 
of  our  Choir,  as  guests  for  periods  ranging  from 
one  to  three  weeks. 

(5)  Our  subscriptions  this  year  were  not  so 
large  as  last  year,  nor  did  all  of  them  reach  us  in 
time  for  us  to  make  plans  to  send  away  as  many 
adults  as  heretofore.  It  may  be  well  to  remind 
the  readers  of  this  Report  that  part  of  the  money 
of  the  Fund  has  been  used  to  send  to  the  Adiron- 
dacks  or  to  Sullivan  County  certain  of  our  peo- 
ple who  have  been  told  by  their  physicians  that 
a  change  of  air  was  their  only  chance.  One  or 
two  have  passed  away.  We  know,  in  other  in- 
stances, that  the  Fund  has  enabled  us  to  preserve 
human  life.  Two  of  its  beneficiaries  have  been 
told  that  so  long  as  they  remain  in  pure  moun- 
tain air  they  will  be  well  and  strong;  one  of  them 
is  now,  after  some  months'  dependence  on  the 
Fund,  making  his  own  way,  and  another  will  be 
able  to  do  the  same  as  soon  as  his  fast  returning 
strength  permits. 
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We  are  certain  that  our  subscribers  will  not 
withhold  their  approval  of  the  comparatively 
small  amount  that  we  have  expended  for  this 
purpose.  How  quickly  people  in  easy  circum- 
stances take  advantage  of  the  benefits  of  pure  air 
on  the  first  faint  touch  of  disease.  How  many 
there  are,  not  in  easy  circumstances,  who  also 
have  had  their  warning  but  are  unable  to  profit 
by  it.  Thank  God,  if,  by  the  Fresh-Air  Fund,  you 
have  enabled  us  thus  to  do  for  others  what  God 
has  given  you  the  means  to  do  for  yourselves. 

(6)  We  lost,  during  the  past  summer,  two  or 
three  friends  of  the  work;  but  though  the  total  of 
donations  was,  as  I  have  elsewhere  stated,  smaller 
than  during  the  previous  year,  our  work  was  still 
a  large  one. 

It  is  pleasant  to  think,  year  by  year,  that  the 
names  that  are  missing  from  the  list  of  the  Fund's 
subscribers  are  missing  only  because  of  the 
weightiest  reasons.  The  interest  taken  in  the 
Fund  is  constant,  but  no  more  constant  than  the 
gratitude  of  those  in  whose  behalf  its  gifts  are 
expended.

GRACE  HOME,   FAR  ROCKAWAY. 
Summer  of  iSgj, 
On  Wednesday,  June  23d,  the   House  was 
opened  for  the  Nursery  party,  who  were  brought 
down  by  Sister  Sarah  and  Mr.  Parrott,  and  num- 
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bered  forty-nine,  beside  the  two  tiny  babies  with 
their  mothers. 

Previous  to  the  opening  of  the  House,  the 
Grace  Home  Committee  of  the  Nursery  man- 
agers had  visited  it,  through  their  representa- 
tives, Mrs.  Hunt  and  Mrs.  Dana,  and  had  ar- 
ranged for  some  greatly  needed  improvements 
and  repairs,  which  were  carried  out  most  satis- 
factorily. These  ladies  also  authorized  the  pur- 
chase of  various  household  requisites,  and  gen- 
erously gave  calico  dresses  and  white  aprons  for 
the  use  of  the  visiting  women,  thus  encouraging 
tidiness  and  self-respect,  with  a  certain  helpful 
esprit  du  corps. 

The  days  spent  at  the  beach  were  gala  days — 
the  stage  ride,  bountiful  luncheon,  and  the 
bathing,  all  contributing  to  the  pleasure  of  the 
little  ones.  These  picnics  were  arranged  for  each 
party,  except  the  second,  who  were  with  us 
during  the  rainy  season,  and  certainly  had  a 
doleful  time,  in  spite  of  house  parties  and  other 
efforts  to  the  contrary.  It  was  during  this  time 
that  Mrs.  Mesier,  with  several  fellow-boarders, 
filled  a  real  need  by  bringing  pails,  shovels,  dolls, 
bean  bags,  and  marbles  for  the  children.  I  am 
sure  that  if  some  of  the  boys  and  girls  who  read 
this  could  have  seen  the  children's  faces  then,  and 
at  other  times  when  toys  were  given,  they  would 
mend  and  put  by  for  the  Fresh-Air  Home  such 
toys,  games,  and  books  as  they  no  longer  use. 
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A  new-found  Jewish  friend,  who  loved  children, 
gave  them  a  treat  of  ice-cream,  cake,  and  snap 
mottoes,  and  came  with  his  sister  to  see  them 
enjoy  it.  The  Greylock  ladies,  headed  by  Mrs. 
Cronise,  gave  money  for  a  stage  ride  to  Rocka- 
way  Beach  for  the  same  party;  and  a  kind 
Jewish  friend,  witnessing  their  return,  promised 
a  like  treat  for  the  last  party,  with  the  added 
delight  of  a  ride  on  the  merry-go-round  for  all 
who  wished  it.  As  is  so  often  the  case,  this 
generous  deed  elicited  others,  and  the  manager 
of  the  museum  showed  them  all  his  wonders, 
beside  giving  them  a  row  on  the  subterranean 
lake,"  and  the  proprietor  of  a  pop-corn  stand  gave 
them  fifty  large  bars.  Through  the  kindness  of 
Miss  Gourdin,  who  interested  other  friends,  the 
last  set  had  a  cake  party. 

On  the  Sunday  before  the  House  closed  Mrs. 
Daniel  Lord  brought  some  delicious  chicken 
broth  for  a  sick  nurse  and  a  little  one  who  was 
under  the  weather.  On  Labor  Day  the  children 
were  made  happy  by  three  separate  treats;  the 
first  from  a  young  couple,  who  gave  money  for  a 
drive  through  the  neighboring  villages,  with  all 
the  delightful  accessories  of  horns  and  trumpets, 
flags  and  candy. 

Eight  of  the  Nursery  children  had  been  at  the 
Home  all  summer,  and  others  stayed  from  four  to 
seven  weeks.  There  were  no  accidents  among 
the  children,  and,  thanks  to  the  kind  and  skilful 
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care  of  Dr.  White,  one  or  two  cases  of  indisposi- 
tion, that  might  have  proved  serious  otherwise, 
were  quickly  cured. 

Many  of  the  children  were  helpful  about  the 
House  and  grounds.  The  Assistant  House-Mother 
had  kindergarten  games,  songs,  and  busy  work 
for  the  little  ones  as  of  ten  as  possible,  and,  under 
her  direction,  the  older  boys  and  girls  of  each  set 
made  something  during  their  stay,  those  of  the 
last  two  parties  making  such  pretty  things  for  St. 
John's  Parish  Fair  that  every  one  sold. 

Owing  to  the  length  of  the  stay  of  some,  only 
208  children  and  18  women  were  cared  for,  beside 
the  guests  of  a  day  and  the  spare-room  ladies, 
but  the  average  number  for  each  of  the  eleven 
weeks  was  fifty.  The  whole  number  of  days' 
board  furnished  to  children  and  adults,  not  in- 
cluding the  House  Staff,  was  4,050,  at  an  average 
cost  of  36  cents  per  day,  this  amount  including 
entertainment,  washing,  and  all  the  running 
expenses  of  the  House. 

Our  grateful  acknowledgments  are  due  for 
Sunday  services  to  the  Rev.  Henry  Mesier,  to 
Miss  Gourdin,  and  to  the  many  other  friends  who 
made  the  stay  so  bright  for  the  children.

ANNUAL  REPORT. 

Throughout  the  winter  months  of  last  year 
the  Club  met  regularly  on  Thursday  nights.  At 
those  meetings  addresses  were  made  both  by 
men  of  the  city  and  members  of  the  staff.  A 
number  of  musical  evenings  were  given,  most  of 
them  by  members  or  friends  of  members  of  the 
club.  In  addition,  a  number  of  meetings  were 
of  a  less  formal  character,  being  given  to  games 
and  conversation.  From  June  to  October  no 
meetings  vyere  held. 

The  membership  of  the  Club  has  settled  itself 
almost  exclusively  among  men  of  mature  age. 
Very  few  are  under  thirty  years,  and  several 
would  easily  double  that  figure.  This  is  desir- 
able. Grace  Chapel  has  a  large  work  to  do 
among  mature  men,  not  so  much  in  trying  to 
change  all  their  mental  and  religious  habits,  as 
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in  acknowledging  the  worth  of  their  hitherto 
honest  and  industrious  lives.  Yet  it  is  probable 
that  the  attendances  of  men  at  the  Chapel  ser- 
vices have  been  increased  by  the  Club,  and 
several  members  have  been,  or  are  to  be,  con- 
firmed. 

What  is  most  needed  this  current  year  is  the 
personal  interest  of  business  and  professional 
men,  shown  by  visiting  the  Club  meetings.  It 
immensely  strengthens  the  work  simply  to  come 
and  meet  the  members,  and  a  talk  on  any  live 
topic  commands  earnest  attention.  A  sincere 
and  cordial  welcome  is  always  given  by  the  Club 
to  any  visitor. 

This  is  already  begun,  and  the  plan  has  been 
adopted  of  having  some  definite  appointment  for 
each  Thursday  evening.  Musical  programmes 
of  a  more  or  less  formal  nature  have  been  given. 
We  have  had  lectures  on  various  interesting 
topics,  and  contests  in  games  have  been  held. 
By  continuing  and  developing  this  system  the 
efficiency  of  the  Club  promises  to  be  decidedly 
increased.

ANNUAL  REPORT. 

During  the  season  of  1896-97  the  Club  was 
open  from  the  beginning  of  November  until  the 
end  of  May  every  night  in  the  week  except  Sat- 
urdays, Sundays  and  holidays.  The  boys  had 
the  use  of  the  gymnasium  for  an  hour  every 
night  and  afterward  came  upstairs  to  the  read- 
ing-room. They  paid  dues  of  ten  cents  a  month. 
The  average  membership  was  forty-two,  and  the 
average  attendance  was  twenty-eight. 
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A  City  History  Class  was  organized,  and  a  good 
deal  of  interest  in  it  was  shown  by  the  boys, 
although  it  must  be  confessed  that  it  is  difficult 
to  sustain  their  interest  in  any  one  thing  (except 
the  gymnasium)  for  any  length  of  time. 

The  work  in  the  gymnasium,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Mr.  Schleich,  was  excellent.  An  exhibi- 
tion was  given  in  the  gymnasium  by  the  boys, 
which  did  them  great  credit.  In  the  spring,  a 
special  athletic  team  was  selected,  and  competed 
with  a  team  from  St.  Bartholomew's  at  St.  Bar- 
tholo^mew's  Parish  House.  It  is  hoped  that  a 
return  match  can  be  arranged  this  year.  Two 
entertainments  were  given  to  the  boys  during  the 
course  of  the  year  as  usual. 

For  the  coming  year  an  organization  among 
the  boys  themselves  has  been  started.  They  have 
elected  a  president  and  other  officers  and  intend 
to  hold  meetings  for  debate  and  transaction  of 
business  relating  to  affairs  of  the  Club  once  a 
week.  A  constitution  is  about  to  be  adopted 
which  is  in  the  nature  of  a  grant  of  "  Home 
Rule "  by  the  Committee  of  Managers  to  the 
boys  themselves.  The  boys  have  already  shown 
a  certain  aptitude  for  politics  by  arranging 
among  themselves  before  the  meeting  a  com- 
plete slate"  for  the  officers  of  the  Club,  which 
was  put  through  at  the  meeting  without  opposi- 
tion. 
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The  report  of  the  Treasurer  follows.  Gifts  of 
money  for  the  support  of  the  Club,  and  also 
gifts  of  books  and  games,  will  be  thankfully  re- 
ceived.

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ANNUAL  REPORT. 

There  has  been  very  little  change  in  Grace 
Circle  during  the  past  year,  except  the  change  of 
our  membership ;  heretofore  the  number  has 
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been  limited  to  fifty,  now  there  is  no  limit  (ex- 
cept the  room).  And  a  first,  second  and  third 
vice-president  have  been  added  to  our  list  of 
officers. 

Miss  Carrie  Straehle  was  appointed  Secretary 
pro  tem,  by  our  President  during  the  Secretary's 
illness,  and  much  thanks  is  due  her  for  so  faith- 
fully fulfilling  the  duties  of  that  office. 

But  the  work  has  been  about  the  same  as  last 
year.  We  dressed  twenty-six  dolls  and  bought 
toys  for  nine  boys  ;  these,  with  a  tree,  oranges 
and  candy,  were  sent  to  our  little  friends,  the 
Kindergarten  children,  down  at  the  Tenement 
House  Chapter  of  the  King's  Daughters  and 
Sons. 

Then  we  worked  for  the  bazaar  held  at  the 
Chapel.  Our  booth  was  draped  in  purple  and 
white,  the  colors  of  the  Circle,  the  different 
members  serving  in  the  afternoons  and  evenings. 
It  proved  a  great  success,  the  sum  realized  at 
our  booth  being  $283,  which  far  exceeded  our 
expectations. 

The  heat  did  not  interfere  with  the  members 
meeting  during  the  summer,  and  as  a^  reward  we 
completed  twenty-four  garments  for  the  children 
at  Grace  Church  Day  Nursery,  and  embroidered 
sufficient  squares  to  make  five  quilts,  which  are 
sent  to  the  Hospital  for  Crippled  Children. 

Although   our  work  has  been  as  play,  our 
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amusement  evenings  have  by  no  means  been 
neglected.  Under  the  direction  of  an  Amuse- 
ment Committee  these  evenings  have  been  very- 
pleasant  ;  almost  every  evening  there  has  been 
some  surprise,  or  something  new  introduced. 

In  January  we  held  our  annual  entertainment 
in  the  Benevolent  Society  room,  to  which  the 
friends  of  the  members  were  invited.  The  pro- 
gramme consisted  of  music,  recitations  and 
tableaux,  and  much  talent  and  wit  were  displayed, 
to  the  enjoyment  of  all  who  were  able  to  be 
present.  The  room  was  adorned  with  flowers, 
and  a  beautiful  curtain,  the  gift  of  our  President. 

The  annual  excursion  took  place  as  usual  on 
Decoration  Day,  and  in  spite  of  the  rain  the  ^^John 
E.  Moore  *'  carried  a  large  number  of  our  Circle 
to  Sing  Sing,  where  "  Old  Sol greeted  us  with 
plenty  of  bright  sunshine.  We  spent  the  day  at 
the  Martha  Summer  Home,  as  the  ground  was  too 
damp  to  permit  our  going  to  Eagle  Park. 

Then  some  of  us  visited  the  Home  again  over 
Labor  Day.  Both  of  these  outings,  through  the 
kindness  of  our  President,  will  long  be  remem- 
bered by  those  who  were  able  to  enjoy  them. 

During  the  year  the  Circle  attended  in  a  body 
the  service  on  Maundy  Thursday,  and  also  the 
services  for  the    Parish  Societies.'* 

The  object  of  the  Circle  is  to  gain,  by  co- 
operation, three  things  for  its  members.

ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  third  year  of  the  work  of  the  Chancel  and 
Choir  Guild  is  brought  to  a  close,  and,  though 
we  have  been  unfortunate  enough  to  lose  our 
Vice-President  and  several  of  our  members,  we 
hope  that  those  who  are  now  actively  employed 
in  the  work  are  showing  the  same  good  results 
and  are  keeping  up  the  same  high  standard  we 
have  aimed  to  maintain  heretofore. 

The  weekly  mending  and  darning  of  cottas 
and  surplices  goes  on  as  in  the  past.  Two  mem- 
bers of  the  Guild  are  at  their  post  every  Monday 
to  attend  to  this  branch  of  the  work  ;  they  are 
also  on  hand  every  Saturday  to  put  out  clean 
cottas  and  collars  for  the  Sunday  services.  Nor 
does  the  Guild  confine  itself  to  the  homely  duties 
of  mending.    During  the  past  year  the  members 
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have  made  and  embroidered  eleven  white  stoles, 
one  for  every  member  of  the  clerical  staff,  and 
made  three  surplices  for  the  Clergy. 

The  Deaconesses  take  charge  of  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  altar  and  Holy  Communion. 

The  Christmas  decorations  in  the  choir-room 
were  more  than  usually  pretty,  and  afforded  much 
pleasure  and  surprise  to  the  choir. 

Once  more  we  beg  that  members  of  the  con- 
gregation who  have  summer  homes  will  remem- 
ber us  when  Thanksgiving  comes  around  again. 
When  one  considers  that  the  decorations  this 
year  were  all  contributed  by  one  person,  one 
thinks  how  much  more  might  be  done  if  others 
would  only  act  with  the  same  generous  impulse. 

May  we  not  hope  that  in  the  coming  year  we 
will  interest  new  friends  in  our  work  ? 

The  expenses  of  the  Guild  are  all  met  by 
voluntary  donations  and  subscriptions,  except- 
ing cost  of  cassocks  and  cottas  ;  and,  while 
thanking  the  comparatively  few,  we  trust  many 
others  who  surely  must  enjoy  the  services  of  the 
Choir  will  feel  moved  to  send  in  donations,  or 
their  names  as  annual  subscribers.

ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  other  day  a  gentleman  said  to  me  that  it 
was  with  great  difficulty,  and  only  in  rare  in- 
stances, that  any  religious  movement  outside  of 
the  Church  institution,  or,  rather,  aside  from  the 
Church  institution,  could  be  made  to  last  more 
than  one  year.  He  was  speaking  of  hospital 
visiting,  in  which  he  has  had  a  good  deal  of 
experience,  and  he  said  that  it  was  only  occasion- 
ally that  a  man  could  be  made  to  do  it  for  more 
than  three  months. 

Appreciating  this  fact  in  human  nature,  we 
congratulate  ourselves  that  we  have  kept  up  the

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Chapter  of  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew  in 
our  Parish  as  well  as  we  have.  A  few  of  us 
have  appreciated  that  steadiness  of  purpose  as 
displayed  by  regular  attendance  on  the  weekly 
meeting  Wednesday  night  was  necessary,  and  we 
have  found  pleasure  in  coming  together  through 
the  summer.  During  the  past  year  the  evening 
service  in  the  Church  grew  steadily  in  favor,  and 
was  largely  attended,  the  average  attendance 
being  over  600.  The  devotional  meeting  for 
men,  after  the  evening  service,  was  kept  up  reg- 
ularly until  the  summer  vacation,  and,  we  be- 
lieve, did  good  work,  as  we  hear  of  it  from  far 
distances,  and  as  being  an  influence  on  many 
men,  who  have  attended  it  in  passing  through 
the  city.  The  membership  list  of  the  Chapter  is 
about  the  same  as  a  year  ago,  although  the  num- 
ber of  active  members  is  about  13,  with  3 
candidates  for  admission.  The  rest  of  the 
list  compose  what,  in  common  parlance  of  Broth- 
erhood Conferences,  is  called  "  deadwood.*'  I 
would  rather  speak  of  it  as  the  honorary  member- 
ship of  the  Chapter,  because  it  is  composed,  as  a 
rule,  of  very  active  Christian  men,  who  probably 
have  found  that,  under  the  circumstances  sur- 
rounding them,  the  Chapter  is  not  a  means  of 
activity  for  their  religious  work,  and  so,  while 
being  in  sympathy  with  the  movement,  do  not 
deem  it  wise  to  devote  their  time,  which  is  valu- 
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able,  to  this  particular  kind  of  service.  Some- 
times it  comes  a  little  hard  to  pay  the  central 
ofBce  assessment  and  the  St  Andrew* s  Cross  sub- 
scription for  these  gentlemen,  merely  for  the 
sake  of  keeping  their  names  on  the  roll.  We 
have  about  made  up  our  minds  that  we  will  dis- 
continue doing  it.  The  work  for  the  coming 
winter  is  very  promising,  indeed.  The  seating 
capacity  of  the  Church  will  be  none  too  large  for 
the  congregations  that  will  come  to  the  eight 
o'clock  Sunday  evening  service.  Thirty  or  forty 
men  have  been  getting  together  lately  in  the 
"  after  meeting."  Direct  results  of  this  personal 
meeting  with  men  from  the  congregation  is 
plainly  to  be  seen;  the  nine  o'clock  Sunday 
morning  service  is  steadily  growing,  and  people 
are  beginning  to  feel  that  this  is  their  Church 
home,  that  this  series  of  services  belong  to  them, 
and  that  the  Clergy  are  getting  to  know  them. 

We  anticipate  with  much  pleasure  the  Quiet 
Hour  which  Dr.  Huntington  has  so  kindly  offered 
to  spend  with  us  on  Friday  evening  once  a 
month,  and  we  appreciate  all  the  more  the  inter- 
est of  the  Rector  in  thus  devoting  this  evening 
out  of  his  busy  life  to  help  us,  and  encourage 
the  men  of  the  Chapter  in  their  work,  because 
the  suggestion  comes  from  himself  alone,  and 
so  shows  a  deeper  interest  and  sympathy  with 
our  efforts.    I  think  that  the  spirit  of  the  men 
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composing  the  Chapter  is  one  of  entire  devotion 
to  the  work  in  hand,  and  is  exerting  a  strong 
influence  on  the  lives  and  characters  of  the  men 
themselves. 

We  have  wondered  whether  the  work  is  do- 
ing all  that  it  should  without  a  Bible-class. 
Whatever  the  reasons  may  be,  it  seems  to  be  a 
fact  that  the  Bible-classes  of  the  past  in  the 
Chapter  have  had,  in  common  with  Bible- 
classes  in  other  Chapters,  a  deadening  effect. 
Either  the  men  vote  them  dull  and  stay  away 
from  them,  or  circumstances  which  seem  to  be 
unavoidable  break  up  the  class.  It  would  seem 
as  if  some  way  could  be  devised  to  interest  the 
men  in  some  discussions,  which,  while  they  might 
not  be  a  dogmatic  study  of  the  Bible,  yet  might 
be  sidelights  on  the  great  study,  and  which 
could  be  shared  in  by  the  men,  making  each  one, 
as  it  were,  a  teacher  in  some  branch  of  the 
class.  If  something  of  this  kind  could  be  done, 
it  might  make  the  Wednesday  evening  meeting 
have  an  added  interest  and  purpose  ;  but  the 
active  work  of  the  men  of  the  Chapter  in  the 
near  future  should  be  given  to  building  up  the 
nine  o'clock  Sunday  morning  service,  and  the  De- 
votional Service  for  men  after  the  evening 
service  in  the  Church.

Lately  it  has  lost,  by  removal 
from  the  Parish,  three  of  its  most  earnest  and 
active  members,  namely,  Mr.  Anthony  Menkel, 
Mr.  William  Gibbons  and  the  Rev.  Eliot  White, 
and  their  loss  is  severely  felt.  Other  members 
have  dropped  out,  so  that  now  the  membership 
is  reduced  to  six,  not  including  three  probation- 
ary members. 

Last  year  two  of  the  members  visited  the 
Tombs  every  Sunday,  one  was  actively  engaged 
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at  the  Bowery  Mission,  two  were  stationed  on 
the  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  Chapel  Sunday 
evenings  to  invite  passers-by  in  to  the  service, 
five  taught  regularly  in  the  Sunday-school,  and 
one  was  one  of  the  Wardens  of  the  Knights  of 
Temperance.  Some  hospital  visiting  was  also 
done  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Hadden,  of  Cal- 
vary Chapter. 

This  year,  in  addition  to  the  work  at  the 
Tombs,  it  is  proposed  to  make  a  thorough  can- 
vass of  the  boarding-houses  for  men  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  Chapel,  and  to  leave  printed 
invitations  to  the  services,  and,  if  possible,  ex- 
tend a  personal  invitation  to  all  the  men  met  in 
this  way  to  come  to  the  service.  Beside  this,  it 
is  purposed  to  assist  in  the  After  Meetings  con- 
ducted in  the  Chantry  after  the  Sunday  evening 
services.

ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  work  of  City  History  Class  No.  I.  began 
shortly  after  January  i,  1897,  and  continued 
until  June.  Thirty  members  were  enrolled,  and 
the  average  attendance  at  the  weekly  meetings 
held  on  Friday  afternoons  at  Grace  Chapel 
Building  was  twenty-five.  Many  of  the  boys 
were  from  Grace  Parish. 

The  Colonial  and  Revolutionary  periods  were 
studied,  thus  bringing  the  story  of  the  city  down 
to  the  beginning  of  this  century.  While  the  his- 
torical idea  prevails  in  the  plan  of  the  City  His- 
tory Club,  its  ideal  is  the  teaching  of  good  citi- 
zenship. Therefore,  lessons  in  civics  are  given 
in  connection  with  the  topic  for  the  day. 

A  Committee  of  boys  from  this  class  accom- 
panied their  teacher  in  a  walk  through  the  old 
parts  of  the  lower  town,  in  reference  to  a  series 
of  excursion  papers  to  be  prepared  for  the  use  of 
all  the  classes,  and  the  interest  with  which  they 
hunted  out  celebrated  localities  was  as  inspiring 
as  it  was  helpful. 

The  work  of  the  City  History  Club  will  be  con- 
ducted through  four  channels:    First,  a  normal 
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class;  second,  general  classes;  third,  public  lec- 
tures; fourth,  monthly  publications.  Any  one 
desiring  further  information  on  this  subject  is 
referred  to  the  Secretary,  ii  West  50th  Street. 

Forty  general  classes,  with  a  membership  of 
nearly  seven  hundred,  were  formed  last  winter, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  a  corresponding  growth  may 
be  shown  this  year,  as  the  plans  outlined  are  both 
comprehensive  and  interesting. 

The  future  of  the  city  lies  with  its  children. 
Let  there  be  no  delay  in  the  labor  of  training 
them  to  a  loyal  and  intelligent  citizenship,  that 
its  highest  interests  may  be  safe  in  their  hands.

ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  Gymnasium  represents  one  of  the  most 
successful  and  attractive  branches  of  the  Chapel 
work.  In  it  are  gathered  at  different  times 
nearly  all  the  young  people  of  the  Chapel ;  boys, 
young  men  and  young  women  all  have  the  use 
of  the  floor,  under  competent  instruction,  and 
the  healthy  exercise  does  much  to  develop  the 
bodies  and  relieve  the  minds  of  those  who  have 
but  little  other  opportunity  for  recreation.  The 
average  weekly  attendance  in  the  Gymnasium  is 


over  500,  divided  somewhat  as  follows  : 

Young  men,  35,  5  nights  a  week   175 

Boys'  Club,  40,  3  nights  a  week   120 

Choir,  10,  3  nights  a  week    30 

Young  Crusaders,  45,  4  times  a  week. . . .  180 

Young  women,  25,  i  night  a  week   25 

Others,  at  different  times   25 


The  class  for  young  women  on  Monday  night 
is  a  new  branch.'  It  has  only  been  meeting  since 
November  ist,  but  all  the  members  are  very  en- 
thusiastic over  it,  and  it  will  probably  soon  be 
one  of  the  most  popular  classes  at  the  Chapel. 

Three  sets  of  indoor  games  were  played  last 
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winter  and  spring,  and  a  very  successful  exhibi- 
tion was  given.  We  had  a  contest  with  St.  Bar- 
tholomew's Boys'  Club,  in  which,  considering  the 
youth  of  our  organization  and  the  fact  that  we 
went  into  the  enemy's  country,  we  did  very  well 
indeed.  We  were  beaten  by  a  score  of  24  to  21 
points,  winning  first  and  second  on  the  parallel 
bars,  first  in  high  jumping,  and  second  and  third 
in  potato  racing.  In  basket-ball  the  Brownies 
were  the  champions  of  the  season. 

The  first  team  also  did  excellent  work,  losing 
only  four  out  of  fifteen  games  played. 

The  plunge  was  the  most  popular  feature 
downstairs  last  summer,  often  as  many  as  forty 
or  fifty  boys  and  men  using  it  in  one  day.  Every 
one  regrets  that  it  cannot  be  kept  up  all  winter, 
for,  aside  from  the  sport  of  a  plunge  bath,  it  has 
a  decided  educational  value  in  encouraging 
cleanliness. 

We  expect  this  year  that  the  Gymnasium  will 
be  entirely  self-supporting.  A  great  many  young 
men  are  joining,  and  the  management  is  given 
more  into  the  hands  of  the  members  themselves. 
Every  one  is  encouraged  to  feel,  an  ambition  to 
make  it  independent  of  the  financial  support  of 
the  Chapel. 

The  receipts  now  average  about  $50  a  month, 
which  covers  running  expenses.  Entertainments 
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and  basket-ball  games  are  counted  upon  to  bring 
in  all  that  is  needed  above  that. 

The  balance  June  i,  1897,  was  $32.22.  Since 
then  $261.29  has  been  received  through  dues  and 
initiation  fees,  and  $194.06  has  been  expended, 
leaving  a  balance  December  ist  of  $99.45.

Mainly  for  the  information  of  the  parishioners,  but 
partly  with  a  view  to  removing  a  mistaken  belief,  widely 
entertained,  that  Grace  Church  possesses  certain  invested 
funds,  the  income  of  which  is  available  for  charitable  uses 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Rector,  the  following  list  is  printed.

A  Diaconal  Fund  is  a  fund  the  income  of  which  pro« 
vides  the  stipend  of  a  Deacon  or  Deaconess.  Five  such 
funds  have  already  been  established  in  Grace  Parish,  one 
for  men  and  four  for  women.  Three  more  are  promised, 
all  for  men.  In  addition  to  these  eight_,  six  more  are  de- 
sired,  three  for  men  and  three  for  women.  Such  an  en- 
dowment is  a  form  of  memorial  far  better  than  monu- 
ment or  mausoleum,  in  that  it  ensures  the  flow  of  a 
steady  stream  of  active  beneficence  from  generation  to  gen- 
eration. It  is  doubtful  whether  ten  thousand  dollars 
could  possibly  be  invested  in  a  way  more  likely  to  yield 
large  harvests  of  result.  The  existing  funds  are  as 
follows  :
